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MAYOR’S ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 


Before we assume the management of the affairs of this city 
for another year, I would like to announce in a public way the 
splendid services rendered to the city during the past year by 
the council of 1898. A large number of meetings have been 
held, including special meetings, and the gentlemen have been 
prompt and done most efficient work for the city. Without pay 
or compensation, these gentlemen, when necessary, have left 
their business to attend to the committee work to which they 
were assigned. No sum of money has been thrown away or 
wasted, and they have given careful consideration to all appro- 
priations made. 


LITIGATION. 


The city solicitor at my request hands me the following state- 
ment of litigations pending Dec. 27, 1898: 

In accordance with your request I submit herewith statement 
of the litigations now pending against the city as follows: 


(1). Suit of Edward P. Halpine, brought to enforce a lien 
for labor and materials in the erection of the Briggs school 
house. 


(2). Petition of Nancy B. Wellington for damages occasion- 
ed to property by the taking of the waters of Mill Brook. 


(3). Petition of Oliver S. Hutchinson for damages to mill 
privileges by the taking of the waters of Mill Brook. This case 
is pending under an agreement that it shall be heard by refer- 
ees rather than a jury. 


(4). Suit of Fanny Middleton for personal injuries sustained 
because of an alleged defect in a public way. 
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(5). Suit of John J. Hibbard for personal injuries sustained 
because of an alleged defect in a public way. 

(6). Suit of Charles A. Crosier for damages to property al- 
leged to be caused by percolation from a cesspool on the town 
farm. 

(7). In addition to the actions now in Court is the claim of 
Hopkins & Roberts, arising out of the building of the High 
school. This matter is pending before the arbitrators, who have 
heard the parties in part. 

(8). An action has been brought by the City against the 
town of West Stockbridge, at the instance of the overseers of 
poor, to recover for aid rendered to paupers whose settlement is 
claimed to be in West Stockbridge. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


At my request the city treasurer hands me the following 
statement of the city debt, December 28, 1898:

This is an increase in the debt of $7,600.47. While we have 
decreased the debt $40,000, we have increased it $47,600.47, 
and $37,600.4% has been the school loan. In justice to the city 
council of 1898, I desire to say that while the school debt was 
increased $37,600.47 during the year, less than $2,700 of it was 
expended by the city council of last year. The coal storage vaults 
at the high school building, which should have been provided 
for in the original plans, were left for us to build, and they cost 
$1,616. The concrete walks and grading about the grounds cost ` 
$1,000, and there were a few other minor items, making a total 
of a little less than $2,700. This leaves a balance of about $35,- 
000 of bills on account of the High school building which were 
incurred prior to Jan. 1, 1898, and which had to be paid by the 
city council of 1898. . 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


This matter is in the hands of the board of public works. The 
gentlemen are alive to the situation, and at the proper time will 
take such action as may be deemed necessary. _ 


PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS. 


As to the paying of our business streets, I am in favor of this 
improvement at the proper time. Because, first, we may have to 
relay some of the sewers and pravide for surface drainage; both 
of which should be done before a new pavement is laid. If we 
want to do something for the real and lasting benefit of the 
city, let us take hold and try and start the wheels of industry 
that are now idle; besides starting new ones.

ABOLITION OF GRADE CROSSINGS. 


I am informed that it is now possible, by joining with the Bos 
ton & Albany Railroad company in a petition, to bring about a 
separation of grades at the three crossings now existing on the 
main line in this city. I recommend this matter to your con- 
sideration as one of great importance for the safety of life, and 
for the public convenience. 

It is also probable that the N. Y., N. H. & Hartford Railroad 
company, if so desired, will take similar action, in regard to the 
grade crossing on Holmes road. The benefit to the citv will be 
vastly greater than its comparative small share of the cost. 


ALMSHOUSE AND OUTSIDE POOR. 


The expense of these two departments for the past year have 
been about $1,500 more than that of 1897. This is accounted for 
by the increase of those who have been cared for, being the 
largest of any year, additional rooms being added for their ac- 
commodations, the increase of the insane and of the epileptic 
adding also to this expense. I might also add that the misfor- 
tune to some of our industries has made this a hard year for us. 


THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


In the annual report of the superintendent which comes a 
little later, will be found a detailed report of our schools, which 
all can read. I cannot, however, let this opportunity pass by, 
knowing what I do of our public schools, having been your may- 
or for one year, without saying that they are in splendid condi- 
tion. The superintendent and able corps of teachers are to be 
congratulated. The taxpayers of this city, when they are asked, 
can truly say that the schools are A, No. 1. 


THE WAR. 


One thing has been settled the past year. Not only the war 
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between the United States and Spain, but also the fact that this 
city, which has always from its birth stood in the front rank of 
patriotism, has lost none of its prestige. You have only to look 
over the files of the city clerk’s office or the adjutant general’s 
office at Boston to find that our citizens were patriotic to the 
highest degree. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


This department is composed of eighteen men, a chief, cap- 
tain, sixteen officers and a police matron. The discipline is good 
and all working in harmony together. It is a credit to the city. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


This department consists of a chief engineer, first assistant 
engineer and seventy-five men. They have been prompt and effi- 
cient, and show excellent work and are a credit to the city. The 
chief recommends a chemical engine. If the second hand one 
now at Providence, R. I., is in suitable condition for use, he 
would purchase it at $1,000; if not, then a new one. 


INSURANCE RATES. 


I would call the attention of the city council to this matter 
and ask them if they would consider it carefully. It does seem 
that with the present water supply and the condition of the fire 
department that the rates of insurance might be adjusted so as 
to be of benefit to our business men. 


HOME LABOR 


The only expenditure that we have had the past year outside 
of our regular appropriations was for the storage of coal at the 
high school. The specifications were submitted to our own con- 
tractors and contract was given to the lowest bidder. It was well 
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built; without any friction or trouble at the sum contracted for. 

In finishing this message, I desire to take this opportunity to 
thank the taxpayers of the city for their confidence in me. With 
the members of the council of 1898 who are still with us, and 
with the new members of 1899, I will endeavor to work for the 
best interests of the city.

School Committee’s Report. 


To the Mayor and City Council of Pittsfield: 


Gentlemen: The School Committee of this city respectfully 
refers you for full details of its doings during the year 1898 to 
the report hereto appended of the Superintendent of Schools. 
Personal inspection made since the beginning of the school year 
in September last of all the buildings occupied for school pur- 
poses enables us to say that never since the adoption of the town 
system by Pittsfield—and certainly no one could claim that bet- 
ter conditions existed under the old district system—have the 
schoolhouses and school buildings generally been in so good 
condition as at the present time. This is true, not only of the 
larger buildings in the more thickly settled parts of the city, but 
of all the school buildings throughout the city. The main build- 
ings, outhouses, fences, and in some instances the school 
grounds have been greatly improved. This so creditable condi- 
tion must afford much satisfaction to all who have at heart the 
good name of our city. It is due to the thoroughness of the com- 
mittee on buildings and sites on which Messrs. Read, Bridgman, 
Linnehan and others have conspicuously served. Many of us 
can recall conditions which defied all attempts at adequate des- 
cription. 

This as to externals. All the school rooms with the exception 
of the High School have been visited while the schools were in 
session; they have been found to be in excellent condition and 
in many cases well equipped for doing good work. The work of 
the school room is generally effective and apparently without 
friction. A comparison of the schools of 25 years ago with those 
of the present time would show that in some important respects 
the older schools were not inferior to the later, but on the 
whole the schools of to-day show great advancement both in 
methods and results. 
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Having been relieved of a large amount of clerical work of the 
Superintendent’s office, Dr. Bouton has been enabled to give 
more time and attention to the special duties of his office, the 
supervision of the educational work of the schools. He is doing 
his work diligently and faithfully. 

We respectfully call the attention of the Council to the im- 
portance of establishing free kindergartens as a part of the pub- 
lic school system. We are satisfied that in so doing we are serv- 
ing the best interests of the city. The kindergarten is not a mat- 
ter of experiment, it is based upon well settled principles and 
abundantly justified by its results. “Just as the twig is bent the 
tree’s inclined,” this is axiomatic and fundamental. A boy see- 
ing a stunted, unshapely and diminutive apple-tree in a pasture, 
remarked, “It looks as if it had been stepped on when it was a 
little fellow.” He reasoned correctly. It would have been a fine 
tree had conditions been more favorable when it was a little fel- 
low. Human experience abounds in instances of individuals of 
debased and unlovely character growing up out of early unfav- 
orable conditions. 

Before the child reaches the legal school age he receives im- 
pressions which determine almost certainly the sort of man or 
woman he or she will be, impressions which years of effort in 
later life will not serve to eradicate. The kindergarten recogniz- 
ing this and availing itself of the susceptibilities of this early 
period, directs its efforts to giving the child the right direction, 
it deals with its emotions, its impulses, its love, its social nature. 
The testimony of educators in every quarter is solidly in its fa- 
vor. “It is the foundation of all true education,” says one. 

We recall to your attention the words of Mrs. Alice Freeman 
Palmer uttered here in Pittsfield, which the Pittsfield Kinder- 
garten Association spread before the City Council in its appeal to 
your honorable body last year. She said that “The cities of 
Massachusetts are spending money out of all proportion on 
High Schools to the neglect of their little children, that ju- 
venile crime is on the increase in Massachusetts and that the 
remedy is to plant kindergartens everywhere.” 

Common sense and common observation bear witness that un- 
wholesome and debasing conditions, moral and physical, work 
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directly to the child’s undoing, while those of an opposite char- 
acter work steadily and surely to the building up of true man- 
hood and womanhood. 

We refer you to the infamous family of Jukes,“A name (pseu- 
donym) adopted by the prison association of the state of New 
York to signify a family whose history displayed an exceptional 
condition in its relation to crime, pauperism, and disease, illus- 
trating heredity. The family indicated descended from a woman 
commonly described as ‘Margaret, the mother of criminals,’ 
and originated in the interior of the state of New York, in what 
would appear to have been a positive crime-center, from which 
the ramifications of this family line spread in all directions. 
The attention of the New York prison association having been 
directed towards this remarkable case, a careful examination and 
analysis of the family record resulted in tracing it to the sixth 
generation, with definite conclusions as to the processes by 
which crime and pauperism are perpetuated such as had never 
before been reached in any known instance. The facts in the 
case of the family under’ consideration showed that the aggre- 
gate number of descendants reached 1200 persons, of whom 709 
were traced, and the incidents of their career tabulated. Of these 
280 received public charity and 76 were punished for crime, 
while a majority of all were offenders against virtue, and a large 
proportion diseased. An ingenious calculation sets forth a loss 
of a million and a quarter dollars to the commonwealth in 75 
years through the mode of living and offenses of this family. In 
1877 a report of this remarkable case was made to the prison as- 
sociation of N. Y. by R. L. Dugdale, which was published.” — 

The expenditure of a little money and effort upon Margaret 
in her tender years might have prevented all this flood of evil. 
The bare possibility not to say probability of its prevention not 
only justifies but imperatively requires us to use our best efforts 
in that direction. | 

Another story. The chief of police of San Francisco gives this 
noteworthy testimony that out of 17,000 children trained in the 
kindergartens of that city only one case of crime has been 
brought before the police courts, and of 10,000 of these children 
whose careers have been followed, only one has been convicted 
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of crime and that a boy of feeble intellect. What other schools 
can furnish such a record? 

It seems to this Committee that a prudent regard for the pub- 
lic good would justify the spending of more money on the little 
folks, and so saving the spending of so much money for the sup- 
port of criminal courts, prisons, and all the paraphernalia made 
necessary by crime. 

An editorial written the day after Dr. Balliet’s address in one 
of our city journals, admits the force of the argument in favor 
of kindergartens as to character building. It then speaks of the 
work of the schools as designed to give the child an educational 
outfit for life, that is, that he may get on in the world. We do 
not understand this to be the only object of the public schools. 
The schools are maintained for the sake of good citizenship. 
What makes for good citizenship more than character? When 
we come into any of the closer relations of life, with what do we 
concern ourselves? Do we consider it important that one must 
know about least common multiples and cube root, or that he 
shall be a man of good character? If the schools work toward 
good citizenship, they fulfill their mission, if they do not do 
this they fail of their purpose, no matter how much of mere 
knowledge and science may be communicated. 

Then the editor asks, “Is it wise to spend money for this one 
thing alone, which it must be admitted is the more important of 
the two things considered?” “It can be said it is a question of 
expediency.” Manifestly it is expedient always to do and to pay 
for the more important things and pass by the less important if 
necessary. This is simple common sense. He asks, “Can we af- 
ford to pay the bills?” We ask, Can we afford not to pay the 
bills? But we are not shut up to any such alternative, noone pro- 
poses to spend money for kindergarten training to the neglect 
of what are commonly regarded as the substantials of an educa- 
tion, the three R’s, for instance. 

The kindergarten, while moulding the emotional nature of 
the child, fits him for doing all his later school work more ef- 
fectively. 

In Springfield, Dr. Balliet says, that portion of the school 
money devoted to kindergarten work is regarded as the best in- 
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vested of all. The school committee of Springfield has no diff- 
culty in getting the money it asks for for this purpose. 

The city of North Adams devotes $3,000 annually to this pur- 
pose, besides having the benefit of the state money in connec- 
tion with the Practice and Observation School. 

Nineteen cities and towns in Massachusetts of the size of 
Pittsfield and smaller, support fifty-three kindergartens as fol-

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Let us not be too eager to maintain our conservatism and per- 
sist upon marching in the rear of the procession. 

The School Committee asks the City Council for the sum of 
$1,300, $1,000 of this sum to start a new kindergarten in one of 
our public school buildings and $300 to be applied to the work 
in the Russell district, carried on by the Pittsfield Kindergarten 
Association. Pittsfield can have now, because of this public- 
spirited body of citizens, two well equipped kindergartens for 
the sum above mentioned, whereas, without its co-operation and 
gifts in money, amounting last year alone to $927, the School 
Committee with the sum specified could maintain but one. Is 
it not economy to vote the $1,300 and receive the equivalent of 
$2,300? 

The Pittsfield Kindergarten Association has on its executive 
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board a member of the School Committee and a member of the 
city government. Its affairs may be known to all. Children are 
now travelling from the Pomeroy bridge and River street to the 
Russell kindergarten. The president of the association stands 
ready, if so wished by the School Committee, to give her ser- 
vices to the city as Supervisor of Kindergartens, taking the re- 
sponsibility of the present one conducted by the Association and 
of the new one we hope to start in a public school building, 
making monthly or quarterly reports as the School Committee 
shall decide. This arrangement may he given up at any time, 
when it shall prove unsatisfactory to the Committee. 

Gentlemen, the responsibility in this matter is divided be- 
tween the City Council and the School Committce;ours the duty 
of recommending what we deem to be best for the city in the 
matter of education; vours the responsibility of determining 
whether the money asked for shall be granted or denied. 

We regret exceedingly that the entire City Council did not 
hear Dr. Balliet on this subject. We very much desire that the 
public shall come to an intelligent understanding of this sub- 
ject. The executive committee have gone carefully over their es- 
timates for the year 1899 and recommend an appropriation of 
$84,000 for that year. This in addition to the sum of $1,300 
icr the kindergartens. In case such a school is establish- 
ed it will be necessary to provide quarters for it. We have a good 
site at Union street with a school building upon it, which may 
be repaired and fitted for this purpose. Anything in the site 
which may be regarded as objectionable for sanitary reasons 
may be easily corrected. We commend this to vour favorable 
consideration.

Superintendent’s Report. 


To the School Committee: 


Gentlemen:— In accordance with your requirements, I sub- 
mit for your consideration my fifth annual report, the eighth 
since Pittstield became a city, and the thirty-first in the series 
of Superintendents’ reports. 


1. 
INSTRUCTION. 


During the past year no particular change has been made in 
the general aims of our work, and the main effort has been to do 
in the most effective manner what was called for by the course 
of study. As the relations of one part of the course to another 
are better understood and our teachers become more familiar 
with the subject matter embraced in the newer topics intro- 
duced, better results are secured and more enthusiasm is mani- 


fested. 
ARITHMETIC. 


Our present course of study in arithmetic has now been in 
operation about long enough to be responsible for the results in 
the first four grades. As one means of measuring in some definite 
way the effect of our plans and methods upon the pupils, I 
tested a number of classes in the third and fourth grades last 
April for the purpose of determining their familiarity with the 
old-fashioned multiplication table. This in its tabular form 
‘constitutes no part of our requirements and is learned in frag- 
ments and by use as needed in the various combinations and 
problems employed by the teachers. The test included 327 pu- 
pils in some of our larger schools, and no attempt was made to 
ascertain or estimate whether they were or were not above or 
below the average, the test being given as I happened to visit 
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the several schools for general purposes. The ages of these pupils 
averaged 9.8 years. The test consisted in giving out to the pupils 
in the manner of an ordinary written spelling lesson 50 of what 
I supposed to be the most difficult combinations which the mul- 
tiplication table contains. No particular time limit was set, but 
the pupils were compelled to write without delay and seemed to 
have no desire to stop and think. On summarizing results it was 
found that 161 of the 327, about half,had no mistakes; that 261, 
more than three-fourths, had a standing of 96 per cent. and 
above; and that 317, all but 10, had a standing of 80 per cent 
and above. I have no reason to suppose that I hit upon an ex- 
ceptionally favorable feature of their work. Jf there was any fea- 
ture by which former arithmetical methods would pre-eminent- 
ly desire to be judged, I would suppose it to be this same famil- 
larity with the multiplication table. 

In some of our intermediate grades, particularly at the Cen- 
ter, considerable attention is paid to mental arithmetic as a sep- 
arate and special exercise in which all the pupils participate. 
The results are excellent, and I trust that more attention will 
be given to this kind of arithmetical work in all our intermed- 
iate and grammar grades. The value of such training appears to 
be universally conceded by our teachers, but the actual use of 
it is not so general and persistent as I would like. In the higher 
grades, as well as the lower, considerable effort is made to give 
the work a practical character by introducing problems relative 
to matters within the ordinary reach and experience of the pu- 
pils. This is a tendency that can hardly be too much encouraged. 


SPELLING. 


We have made a special effort for several years to improve our 
spelling, and have made considerable progress, though there is 
still“plenty of room at the top.”In response to an inquiry recent- 
ly sent out by the librarians of Western Massachusetts as to the 
ability of pupils of the seventh grade to use the dictionary, I 
tested the pupils at the Center Intermediate and Fenn street 
schools as to their knowledge of the alphabetical order of thelet- 
ters. This is not intentionally taught in ourschools, although not. 
because of any objection to such teaching. I found that very few 
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of the children, mostly those in the first and second grades, 
were confused as to the alphabetical order. As all the pupils in 
these two schools are in the first six grades, I did not deem it 
necessary to continue my investigations further. Each pupil 
above the third grade is now supplied with a suitable dictionary, 
and all seem delighted to use them. I believe that this is one of 
the best paying investments that we have made. The general | 
and frequent use of the dictionary by the children in their daily 
work can hardly fail to enlarge their vocabulary, improve their 
spelling, and in general elevate their standard in the use of lan- 
guage. 

The School Committee voted to adopt at the beginning of the 
fall term the list of simplified spellings suggested at the In- 
dianapolis meeting of the National Department of Superintend- 
ence in 189%, adopted by the Department in 1898, and con- 
firmed by the Directors of the National Educational Association 
at Washington, D. C., July 7, 1898. The simplified forms were 
recommended by a committee consisting of Dr. William T. Har- 
ris, United States Commissioner of Education; Dr. F. Louis 
Soldan, Superintendent of Schools, St. Louis, Mo.; and Superin- 
tendent T. M. Balliet, of Springfield, Mass. The list is as fol- 
lows: Program—(programme); tho—(though); altho—(al- 
though); thoro—(thorough); thorofare—(thoroughfare); thru— 
(through); thuout—(throughout); catalog—(catalogue); pro- 
log—(prologue); decalog—(decalogue);demagog—(demagogue); _ 
pedagog—(pedagogue). Our teachers have been instructed to 
teach the new spellings to their pupils and to encourage their 
use, but to accept either the old or new forms as correct. 


READING. 


We have followed the same general plan in reading that has 
been in use heretofore, and it seems to show increasingly better 
results. When the books now in use in the seventh, eighth, and 
ninth grades were first introduced, it took the entire year to read 
them through with a fair degree of understanding and apprecia- 
tion. There was but little time apparently for the supplementary 
and collateral reading which the plan contemplated. In most 
cases the same reading is now completed by the end of the sec- 
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ond term or before, leaving a third or more of the year for the 
reading of much allied supplementary matter. The character of 
the problem has also to a great extent changed. The greatest 
difficulty then lay in pronouncing the words and discovering the 
meaning. The main issue now is not the pronunciation of words 
and the ordinary meaning of the matter read, but rather the 
danger of too much glibness and rapidity. To this improvement 
the dictionaries placed in the hands of the pupils have contrib- 
uted greatly, but it is also largely due to more rigid require- 
ments, and more mature reading matter in the successive grades. 
In most of our fifth grades “Evangeline” is now regularly read, 
and is no longer deemed beyond the powers of the weaker half 
of the grade. In the sixth grade it has been demonstrated that 
Scott’s “Lady of the Lake” can be read intelligently and prof- 
itably. During the past year it has been quite generally used. 
At the Training School we are now using Cooper’s “Spy” in 
Grade IV. At first its success seemed doubtful, but the interest 
and enthusiasm of the pupils and their teacher and the con- 
fidence of the Principal have triumphed. We have plenty 
of room for improvement in reading, but I am quite sure 
that our pupils are steadily gaining in the power and in the de- 
sire to read the best literature. We have set before them harder 
tasks than in the average school, but they have met the demand 
and are gaining power year by year. It seems to me that in read- 
ing the necessity for studyand thoughtfulness is a condition very 
favorable to the improvement of taste and power. During the 
fall a special effort has been made throughout the grades to se- 
cure distinct expression not only in reading, but in all the lan- 
guage used by the pupils, and considerable improvement has 
been manifested in this respect. Our motto has been 


(1) Every word distinct. 
(2) Every idea clear. 
(3) Every sentiment expressed. 


There is scarcely any matter upon which the teachers ought 
to insist more firmly and diligently. In the amount and char- 
acter of reading matter used by our pupils, much is to be expect- 
ed from the recent arrangement by which sets of books from 
the Berkshire Athenaeum are placed in the several schools to be

loaned under the care and advice of the teachers. It is to be ex- 
pected that under this arrangement the amount of healthful 
and appreciative reading among our pupils will be considerably 
increased. There is, of course, the possible danger that some pu- 
pils will estimate the profit of their reading by the number of 
books rather than by the thoughts received and evolved, but the 
oversight of the librarian and the care of the teachers will serve 
to check any undue tendency in this direction. 


INFORMATION AND CULTURE. 

In the educational periodicals there have recently appeared 
articles from various sources setting forth that effort to teach 
science in the grades, and especially in the lower grades, is a 
mistake. The true object, it is said, should be to make the pupils 
pleasantly interested in and acquainted with the facts of nature 
around them so that by and by they will put their facts together 
easily and naturally and become more and more scientific as 
their interests and their opportunities widen. While we have 
laid no very special stress on the work done in our schools under 
the head of Information and Culture, it has, I think, received its 
due share of attention and vindicated its place in the course of 
study. I am frequently surprised by the wide range of investiga- 
tion and discussion that I find going on in schoolrooms where 
there is no apparent consciousness of special excellence or un- 
usual attainment. In almost every case the children seem equally 
delighted to tell or to listen according as the one or the other 
will make them better acquainted with the subject. I do not 
know but it would be fair to add the period spent in this way to 
the most potent influences at work in our schools for refinement 
and the development of higher standards of character and con- 
duct. We have from the first tried to make this work simple and 
natural, our aim being well expressed in the name given to it in 
our course of study. Moreover, we have not confined ourselves to 
nature study, but have included in our outline the occupations 
and achievements of men, which are found interesting and profi- 
table to our youngest children. 
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MUSIC AND DRAWING. 


Upon these two branches we are accustomed to place our chief 
reliance for the development of the finer feelings of the pupils 
although our reading is perhaps at the present time not less po- 
tent in this direction. It is of the utmost importance that both 
ausic and drawing awaken in the pupils a generous and enthu- 
siastic response. An earnest effort is being made by our super- 
visors of these subjects, and I respectfully refer you to their 
reports herewith presented for further details concerning what 
has been accomplished in their departments. The concert by our 
pupils for the benefit of the Home Work is mentioned else- 
where. The drawing exhibit at the High School last summer 
contained many excellent features and was accorded considera- 
ble attention. In the direction of impromptu representations of 
thought by means of pictures, considerable interest has been 
shown, and some of the younger pupils have made very interest- 
ing attempts. It is to be understood that this work makes no 
claim to fine drawing. It is astonishing what the pupils can do, 
but the main feature has been to discover what they can not do. 
The crudeness of the work attests its genuineness and forms a 
living germ which it is reasonable to hope may grow freely and 
naturally toward perfection. 


ART. 


If during the past year we have added fewer works of art to 
our collections than in some other years, it has not been for the 
want of interest in the matter. On the contrary, it is rather to be 
accepted as a gathering of strength and interest for better re- 
sults than have been secured heretofore. The notable exhibit of 
first-class works of art given by the Kindergarten association in 
March aroused much interest among our teachers and pupils 
and was of great educational value. As the immediate result of 
it, a fine carbon photograph of the lion “Majesty” was placed in 
the Linden street school and a good copy of Sir Joshua Rey- 
nolds’s Angels’ Heads in the Stearnsville school. The High 
school has received from Mr. W. G. Harding a beautiful photo- 
graph of the Arch of Constantine, which has ben hung in the 
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senior class room. But probably more important than the gifts 
to our schools were the numerous purchases made for private 
collections and now benefiting our pupils indirectly through 
their teachers. The High school has also received a bust of 
Longfellow from the class of 1897, and I am informed that it 
has other gifts in prospect. ‘The Principal and pupils have, as 
in 1897, maintained a series of three high grade concerts for the 
piano fund. | 

The Briggs school has received “The Horse Fair” and “Victor 
of the Glen” from Mr. J. M. Linnehan, a portrait of Gov. Briggs 
from Miss S. E. Stevens and her pupils, and the “An- 
gelus” from Miss E. J. Murphy and her pupils. There are also 
various funds in the hands of the teachers and pupils in several 
of the schools awaiting further increase or the discovery of the 
most desirable purchases. Besides these and possibly other large 
pictures there have been among our teachers, and to some extent 
among our pupils, quite liberal purchases of Perry pictures and 
others of similar character. 


PATRIOTISM. 


The events of the past year have both directly and indirectly 
stimulated the feeling and the expression of patriotism, and 
have increased the interest of our pupils in those features of our 
course of study intended to promote patriotic impulses and in- 
telligent citizenship. The Committee authorized offerings in the 
schools for the purchase of a flag for the flagstaff erected by the 
citizens in the Park. The response was generous and the amount 
received not only purchased a splendid flag, but left a consider- 
able sum to be applied to the cost of the flagstaff itself. The 
pupils were invited to take part in the public celebration of In- 
dependence Day, at which time on their behalf the Superintend- 
ent of Schools was accorded the privilege of presenting the flag 
to the city through his Honor the Mayor. The program of exer- 
cises was as follows: 

Prayer, by W. H. Cranston, Chaplain Rockwell G. A.R. Post. 
Singing—“Flag of the Free,’ by children of the Public schools. 
Presentation of Flag to City, by Dr. Bouton. 

Flag Raising. 
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Singing—"Star Spangled Banner.” 

Reading Declaration of Independence, by the Mayor: Hon. W. 
W. Whiting. 

Oration, by Congressman George P. Lawrence. 

Singing— America.” 

The occasion was one likely to be long remembered by the 
pupils and was well adapted to develop and increase genuine 
love of country.. The Committee authorized the observance of 
Oct. 19, 1898, as a day commemorative of the life and services of 
Lafavette, and appropriate exercises were held in the several 
schools. This is, perhaps, the proper connection in which to 
mention the concert of the pupils held at the Academy of Music 
March 9, 1898, for the benefit of the Union for Home Work. 
The motive was as truly patriotic as the hoisting of the Flag on 
Independence Day. Perhaps it may be the more important at 
such times as the present to emphasize the love of home and our 
fellow-men as the basis of that which is in the highest and best 
sense true patriotism.On the opposite sides of a leaf of one of our 
leading educational journals were recently printed two expres- 
sions relating to the origin and nature of patriotism which it 
may not be amiss to quote in this connection. One of these is an 
explanation by Dr. Balliet, from the standpoint of evolution, of 
the ease with which the fighting instinct is aroused, and is as 
follows: 

“The love of hunting and fishing is an impulse which was de- 
veloped in our savage forefathers and which remains with many 
of us through life. The same is true of the fighting instinct. 
This explains why it is often easier to arouse the patriotism 
which prompts men to go to war than the patriotism which 
prompts them to perform their civic duty at home on election 
day.” 

The other is a somewhat strong, but in essence correct, state- 
ment of what patriotism really includes, from the pen of a San 
Francisco writer: 

“All proper lessons in patriotism should first create respect and 
love for mother and father, and brothers and sisters. This done, 
and we have a foundation on which to base a proper love of 
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country. There is more of real value to the boys of the country 
in dwelling with emphasis upon Washington’s devotion to his 
mother than there is in the war history of all the generals we 
have had from Washington to Miles. 

Let us pledge the children first to love and obedience at home, 
then to obedience at school, and these done the boys will re- 
‘spect and reverence the laws of their community, their state, and 
their nation. What utter bosh as a lesson in patriotism to salute 
the flag and pledge their ‘alleginace to the country,’ when they 
don’t know that a boy who scolds his mother is a coward and a 
traitor. Pledge allegiance to their country when in school they 
are anarchists! Our lessons in patriotism need revision, and we 
should have a definition of patriot that, while it includes the 
men who fell at Concord and Bunker Hill,shall not leave out the 
mothers of the Revolution; a definition that, while it takes in 
Dewey and Roosevelt, and Sampson and Hobson, shall include 
every boy and girl, man and woman, who in peace and war is 
true to home and kindred and obeys the laws, be they of school, 
state or nation.” 


KINDERGARTEN AND MANUAL TRAINING. 


In my annual report for 1895, I made somewhat extended ref- 
erence to the value and place of the Kindergarten and Manual 
Training in school work. I see no reason to change materially 
the views then expressed. For manual training, we have room 
in the High school. Whether and when it shall be introduced are 
questions to be determined with due consideration of the con- 
ditions affecting the problem. The new law requiring manual 
training in elementary schools in cities having more than 20,000 
inhabitants also applies to Pittsfield, and on general principles 
it seems better to conform to law than to disregard it. In the 
matter of the practical introduction of the kindergarten as a 
part of our public school system, we are confronted by the fact 
that only the room at the Redfield school designed for the use 
of the Principal! is available for the purpose. Should it seem best 
to establish more than onekindergarten at the outset,it occurs to 
me that a possible plan for securing the necessary accommoda- 
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tion would be the repair and restoration to school uses of the 
abandoned Silver Lake and Union street buildings. I am aware 
that this was not deemed advisable a few years ago when the 
new schoolhouses were decided upon, but the relief obtained 
from the new buildings is now practically exhausted and what 
might then have seemed inadequate provision for the emergency 
might now seem desirable as a supplementary accommodation. 
If kindergartens were maintained at Russell’s, Redfield, Silver 
Lake, and Union street, they would make a fair beginning and 
would be admirably distributed for the different sections of the 
city. I assume that it is agreed by all concerned that whatever 
appropriations are intended for kindergarten use should be dis- 
tinct from the appropriation for general maintenance. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL GRADUATION. 


The pupils completing the grammar school course united in 
holding closing exercises in the High school auditorium Tues- 
Jay, June 21, 1898, at 8 p. m. The room was filled to its capa- 
“ty, and the pupils acquitted themselves most creditably. Al- 
though the program proved longer than was intended and long- 
er than it should have been, there was no flagging of interest to 
the very close. The connection of the subject with our own city 
and county added much to the interest of the occasion. While 
we can not claim to have brought the graduates of our Grammar 
schools to the ideal standard, there is reason to believe that we 
are bringing them to the High school year bv vear better pre- 
pared to profit by the High school course. The following was 
the program of the exercises:

° EVENING SCHOOLS. 


Besides the evening drawing school held at the Fenn street 
building on Mondays and Wednesdays, evening schools for 
grade work have been held on Mondays, Tuesdays, Thursdays, 
and Fridays at Russell’s, Center, and Stearnsville. The attend- 
ance at the Center was better than in 1897; at Stearnsville it 
= was about two-thirds as large; and at Russell’s it was much 
smaller than in previous years, and since the present winter 
term began the diminished attendance has compelled the Com- 
mittee to close the school. The teachers at Stearnsville and the 
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Center teach in our day schools, and the methods and order of 
the day schools have prevailed. The requirements at Russell’s 
have been less rigid, more freedom of conversation has been 
allowed, and there has been more of a tendency on the part 
of many of the pupils to look upon their attendance and atten- 
tion as a special favor to their teachers and the school authori- 
ties. 

The first term began December 27, 1897, and ended March 
4, 1898. The second term began October 24, 1898, and ended 
December 16, 1898. The attendance at each school for each 
term and for the year was as follows:

The average per cent of attendance in the evening schools 
of the State for 1897 was 52, considerably below that given in 
the table. Our average cost per pupil in attendance was $11.91, 
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against $11.89 for the State in 1897. According to our records, 
the average attendance of our evening schools for the last six 
years has been as follows: 1893, 123; 1894, 106; 1895, 94; 1896, 
79; 1897, 98; 1898, 68. Besides the evening drawing school, we 
are now maintaining two evening schools, each of which has 
had since January 2, an average attendance of about 15. 

I have no doubt that, under such conditions as it is possible 
for the Committee to create, the attendance of our evening 
schools can be increased until it equals or exceeds any attend- 
ance recorded. Among these conditions are, in my judgment, 
(1) the selection of teachers solely with a view to the best results 
that can be secured for the money expended, (2) the distinct 
understanding on the part of all concerned that the schools are 
conducted solely for educational and not at all for picnic pur- 
poses. If the main aim were to show a large attendance, the re- 
opening of schools at Pontoosuc and at Morningside would 
doubtless contribute to that end. But it may he questioned how 
far the Committee is justified in devoting its funds to this form 
of education. The Committee feels that about fifteen pupils are 
as many as one teacher can attend to and that when the number 
exceeds this limit additional teachers are necessary. It thus fre- 
quently happens that two teachers are employed to teach 16 or 
18 pupils. In the day schools these two teachers would take 
good care of 60 or 70. The salaries paid the evening school 
teachers for two hours’ service are about the same as are paid 
in the day schools for five and a half hours. Each school, how- 
ever small, requires coal, lights and the services of a janitor out 
of proportion to their cost for day schools. Charging the ex- 
pense of heating and supplies to the day schools, the cost of 
maintaining the evening schools for grade work during the past 
vear has been approximately four times as much per hour for 
each pupil attending as for each pupil attending the day 
schools. | 

So far as the expenditure for evening schools represents op- 
portunities for a fair education to those who are otherwise de- 
barred from them, the disproportionate expense ought to weigh 
but little. It, therefore, becomes important to determine what 
the purpose and the work of the evening schools are and ought 
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to be. Probably the common view is that they are maintained 
chiefly for those whose early education has been neglected. | 
Years ago there were many young and middle-aged persons 
in the community who needed and desired to use such oppor- 
tunities; at the present time there are very few. Since last Sep- 
tember only one of the employment certificates issued from my 
office has been to a minor unable to read and write and conse- 
quently required to attend evening school. In most cases the 
applicant has what would formerly have been called a fair 
education. Last December I sent the following circular letter to 
thirteen of our leading manufacturing estal,lishments: 


Dee. 9, 1898. 
Dear Sir: 

Allow me to call your attention to Sec., 2, Chap. 494, Laws 
and Resolves, especially to “and send to the Superintendent of 
Schools the names of all minors employed by them who cannot 
read at sight and write legibly simple sentences in the English 
language.” 

No list has been received from your establishment. It is very 
desirable that vour list should be sent in at once.

The replies to this request named only one minor subject to 
the evening school law. These facts and such other knowledge 
as I have of the matter lead me to believe that, in the main, eve- 
ning schools are no longer required in this city to remedy any 
very great or general lack of such an education as these schools 
have been generally supposed to give. I do not mean to say that 
we should abandon our evening schools, but: simply that there 
does not seem to me a very loud call for spending money upon 
them at a disadvantage. 

_It is plain that whatever evening schools we have should be 
distinctly good. I have mentioned two of the most essential re- 
Guisites for success. I am not sure that it would be best to have 
but one place for evening schools. But if all who have attended 
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at Stearnsville and Russell’s could be gathered at the Center, 
they could probably be so classified that one teacher could take 
care of twice as many pupils as heretofore and do it at least as 
‘well. The cost of heat, light and care at Stearnsville and Rus- 
-sell’s would be saved. But far more important would be the op- 
portunity to classify the pupils so that the efforts of the teachers 
would be better directed and economized. If this arrangement. 
‘were practicable and other conditions were right, I would expect 
it to awaken more interest on the part of the pupils. to induce 
‘more regular attendance, to lead to more advanced work, and in 
general to make the evening schools more useful to those who 
really mean to profit by them. If such a plan should succeed in 
bringing together as many as have usually attended our evening 
schools, it would give a foundation on which might be built up 
in due time something akin to High school work if that should 
‘be deemed best. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The High school entered its new building at the beginning 
-of 1898 with high hopes, but is not yet able to work under nor- 
mal conditions. There were serious delays in completing the lab- 
oratories, which for several months left the opportunities for 
‘science work about as hopeless as they had been on West street. 
Grading and other uncompleted work surrounded and invaded 
the building during much of the year. The agitation respecting 
‘the ceilings, the rude scaffoldings erected for protection to the 
pupils, and the work on the new ceilings have continued the dis- 
.quietude, depression, and publicity under which the pupils have 
been required to pursue their studies. Nevertheless the school 
work has gone on steadily and hopefully, and much has been 
: accomplished. 

By the appointment of Miss May E. Kellogg the teaching 
‘force has been so increased as to meet the needs of the school. 

While our High school course of study has not been regarded 
.as entirely satisfactory and had not been printed since 1892, we 
had felt that the interruptions and modifications necessary on 
-account of inadequate facilities made it best to defer any gen- 
-eral revision until the school was housed in its new build- 
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ing. The matter has, however, been kept in mind, and has re- 
ceived special consideration during the past year. The con- 
clusions reached by the Principal and Superintendent were em- 
bodied in the following courses, which were authorized by the 
. school committee October 26, 1898.

Pupils preparing for college will be allowed such equivalents as may be 
necessary to fit them for the particular colleges which they intend to enter. 

Pupils who do not take the regular prescribed studies of either course 
will not be entitled to receive a diploma. 
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It was thought best to specify the subjects required for what 
has been known for sometime as the scientific course. In the re- 
vised course various minor changes in the time allotted to cer- 
tain subjects have been made. In the first year one hour a week 
has been allotted to history. In the third year provision has been 
made for a term’s work each in arithmetic and geography. 
Physiology has been added to the subjects required in the sec- 
ond term of this year. In the fourth year of the English course 
provision has been made for three hours each week of elective 
work. This has been prescribed as a convenient means of provid- 
ing for various subjects which the pupils may, under certain cir- 
cumstances have occasion to pursue, but which it is not desira- 
ble to prescribe for all. 

The course as thus revised seems to me to be both conserva- 
tive and progressive and to fitly complete the outline for the 
several grades. I think that the course for the thirteen years of 
study provided by our school system is now reasonably consis- 
tent and complete. The outline from the beginning through the 
High school is intended to employ the pupils at each stage of 
the course upon the subjects most profitable for them, most 
likely to prove interesting and attractive, and to be within their 
powers under suitable instruction. Considerable effort has been 
made to provide such a sequence of studies as will give each 
succeeding year a suitable preparation through the work of pre- 
yious years. I think that the progress from grade to grade, in- 
cluding the change from the grammar to the High school, 1s 
such that no special strain needs to be experienced at any point. 
The new course has been found to adapt itself naturally to the 
organization of the High school, the time at the disposal of the 
instructors, and the other conditions which the course of study 
should take into consideration. 

The hour devoted to history in the first year has received con- 
siderable attention. The course of study in history in the grades 
provides for the raising of certain suggestive questions as early 
as the third year. In the fourth year it includes an introduction 
to history through the study of events that have happened in 
Pittsfield and Berkshire county, as well as a general survey of 
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various historical facts and suggestions contained in a series of 
biographies entitled “Poor Boys Who Became Famous.” 

In the fifth year the use of Eggleston's First Book in Ameri- 
can History forms a pleasant and profitable biographical intro- 
duction to the history of the United States. In the sixth year an 
introduction to the history of England is provided for by the 
use of Philips’ IListorical Reader No. 2 as a reading book for the 
first half year. In the seventh grade the advanced study of the 
United States is taken up. The lives of American authors are 
also studied in this year in connection with the reading matter 
prescribed. In the eighth year the advanced history of the 
United States is carried through the period since the Revolu- 
tion and a glimpse of general history is afforded by the use of 
Johonnot’s Stories of the Olden Time used as a reader. During 
the first fifteen weeks of the ninth year, a study of general his- 
tory is provided under the head of Geography of History and 
Literature, in which a glimpse is gained of about twenty of the 
leading careers and events in the history of the world. This year 
also includes the use as readers of books covering the lives of 
eminent English authors. A review of United States history for 
five weeks is also given in this year, with the hope of fixing in 
the minds of the pupils more definitely the leading facts of the 
subject. It has been thought best to introduce in the first year 
in the High school the following topics covering some of the 
most picturesque and interesting events and careers in Europe 
during the Medieval Period:

This list is intended to include those features of the history 
which are likely to contribute most to the enlightment of the 
pupils respecting matters likely to be met with in their reading. 
It is impossible in any case with the time at their disposal to 
make any very complete and systematic study of this field. It 
has heretofore been entirely omitted from the High school 
course. It is believed that by proper methods the pupils may re- 
celve a reasonable introduction to the topics enumerated and be 
led to study them as later opportunities afford. It is a departure 
from the ordinary method of studying history, but we believe 
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that it will be both delightful and profitable. The remainder of 
the course provides for a systematic study of the history of 
England, of Rome and of Greece. 

In accordance with a vote of the School Committee a lunch 
counter has been provided for the benefit of the High School 
pupils under the direction of Mr. W. K. Rice. The room was 
fitted up at an expense of about $200. This expense included a 
partition with glass sash, a suitable counter, hot water boilers, 
urns for heating beverages, gas stoves, mugs, tumblers, plates, 
spoons, etc., needful in preparing the lunch. 

The preparation of the lunch has been under the charge of 
Mrs. Stephen Minor, and there is daily provided meat sand- 
wiches at 2 cents each, chocolate at 2 cents a cup, beef bouillon 
at 2 cents per cup, milk at 1 cent per glass, oranges, bananas, 
and apples. The patronage thus far has proved the popularity 
of the plan with the children, more than 200 being served each 
day, and at the prices, which have been intended to be cost 
prices, no balance has accrued, and no indebtedness been assum- 
ed thus far. 


HIGH SCHOOL GRADUATES.

THE TRAINING SCHOOL. 


The work of the school has heen continued essentially as here- 
tofore, fulfilling its function as one of our larger schools and at 
the same time preparing high school graduates for the beginnings 
of their careers as teachers. At the close of the year in June, 
eight young women received diplomas, of whom more particu- 
lar mention is made in the special report of the Principal pre- 
sented herewith. The usual examination for the admission of 
candidates was held during the summer vacation, and the usual 
pumber of graduates from our own High School and elsewhere 
presented themselves. It being the judgment of the Commit- 
tee and the Superintendent that further preparation was re- 
quired, Miss Roach wasasked to devote the fifteen wecks of the fall 
term to instructing them in the essentials of thesubjects covered 
by the requirements for admission. An exam‘nation was given 
at the end of this time, and resulted in the admission of six of 
the candidates as a class to continue under instruction and train- 
ing for one year from that time, and to be graduated in Decem- 
ber, 1899, if the work shall then be satisfactorily completed. The 
standard for admission to this school establi-hed by the Commit- 
tee has been steadily adhered to, and has resulted in earnest and, 
in the main, successful work by its graduates. They now con- 
stitute a majority of our teachers and manv of our most effective 
instructors are among their number. It has requi'ed much firm- 
ness to prctect the school from insufficiently pre-ared candid -tes 
end to maintain its standard; but, unless this is done the school 
itself must deteriorate and the children of the city must be 
sacrificed at the altar of incompetence. 
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THE IMPROVEMENT OF TEACHING. 


The ordinary opportunities for conference and instruction 
concerning the details of school work and matters deemed of 
general value in teaching have been given during the past year 
and seem to have been generally welcomed by our teachers. The 
Berkshire County Teachers’ Association was held at the Pitts- 
field High School, January 18, 1899, at which the following ad- 
dresses were delivered:

The usual general and grade meetings for the discussion of 
methods and measures were held by the Superintendent at such 
times as occasion seemed to. demand and circumstances per- 
mitted. 

I am aware how natural it is for one who believes in his work 
to see progress where it may not be apparent to others. But it 
has seemed to me that distinct and general improvement has 
been made by many of our teachers during the past year, and es- 
pecially during the fall term. They seem to have had even more 
than their former enthusiasm, to have studied more and planned 
more carefully, and to have manifested in their schoolrocms 
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more than their ordinary zeal and skill. This has not seemed to 
me to be confined to any particular school or class of teachers, 
but with scarcely an exception to have characterized our entire 
teaching force. As always, the results have varied according to 
the powers and experience of the teacher, but in general I can- 
not escape the conviction that we have never had more earnest 
effort or made more satisfactory progress. 

Among the evidences that real and almost uninterrupted pro- 
gress is made by our pupils is the fact that any considerable ab- 
sence from school at once manifests itself on the pupil’s return 
by the sense of loss and the necessity for redoubled exertions to 
remedy the deficiency. It is also discovered that pupils from our 
scl.ools are quite likely to be placed in higher grades upon re- 
inoving to other places, while those entering our schools from 
elsewhere are quite likely to find themselves unable to continue 
in the grades to which they have been accredited. I think our 
teachers have always tried to be hospitable to pupils from other 
schools, but these facts have come to my notice in so many in- 
stances that they can hardly be accidental. 

Particular suggestion and inquiry have been made for the pur- 
pose of diminishing the waste of time and energy on the part of 
both pupils and teachers arising from thoughtless and inaccurate 
statements. It frequently happens that pupils repeat mistakes of 
observation and expression that seem entirely needless. Every 
repetition of such a mistake increases the tendency. I have, 
therefore, urged upon the teachers special attention to the cor- 
rection of this tendency in all possible cases. Their efforts have 
seemed to a hopeful degree effective. In such ways as this, a3 
well as in the general carrying out of the course of study, I feel 
that we have made observable progress. 


THE INTEREST OF PARENTS. 


On the whole, we have for the last five years been but little 
annoyed by fault-finding parents,—by whom I mean those who 
invade the school or the Superintendent’s office with ill-natured 
complaints growing chiefly out of ignorance both of what their 
children are doing in school and what they ought to be doing. 
Neither the teachers nor the Superintendent are, or at least 
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:should be, disposed to rezard any reasonable inquiries or sug- 
gestions of parents respecting their children as fault-finding. 
In many cases parents by conferring with teachers or the Super- 
intendent can easily remedy unsatisfactory conditions, and help 
‘their children and the schools at the same time. My chief object 
‘in calling attention to this matter is to commend the practice of 
.a certain limited number of parents who keep closely in touch 
with the teachers both by visiting the schools frequently and by 
‘following the daily progress of their children in their studies. If 
more parents would cultivate this habit, it would benefit their 
‘children, and through free and frank conference with the teach- 
-ers and the Superintendent help all concerned. 


II. 
ATTENDANCE. 


All things considered, our attendance for the year was prob- 
:ably the best in the history of Pittsfield. Except during the fall 
‘term, the weather was favorable, and there were no very marked 
periods of contagious diseases. The new law, which took effect 
in September and requires that pupils not formally withdrawn 
be retained on the membership for ten days instead of five as 
heretofore, operated to lower the per cent. of attendance, and 
‘will make the attainment of a high per cent. much more difficult 
hereafter. Notwithstanding this effect, the good will and en- 
‘thusiasm of our teachers and pupils carried our per cent. for 
the year higher, with one exception, than has been reached in 
‘any previous year, and I have no doubt that the actual quality 
-of our attendance was the best on our records. 


INCREASE. 


There was an increase over 1897 in the following: Number 
-enroled 210, boys 99, girls 111, average membership 201, aver- 
-age daily attendance 212, per cent. of attendance .69, cases of 
‘tardiness 940, cases of truancy 41, perfect in attendance 3, per- 
fect two terms 57, perfect one term 128, cases of punishment 
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35. There was a decrease of one and one-half in the number 
of days taught and a decrease of 1,893 in the days of absence. 
Taking 1897 as a basis, the increase in the number of pupils 
would have justified an increase of 386 in the. number of cases 
of tardiness and an increase of 2,799 in the days of absence. 
This shows our comparative increase of tardiness to be 554 and 
our comparative decrease in days of absence 4,692. There has 
been an increase of 514 in our average attendance and of 594 in 
our average membership since 1893, but the reports show that 
the davs of absence in 1898 were 629 less than in 1893. They 
were 9,690 less than they would have been according to the pro- 
portion of 1893. While the aggregate number of cases of tardi- 
ness seems undesirably large, it is well to remember that it 
means less than two cases per pupil for the entire year, or in 
other words that the average pupil in our schools is tardy only 
about once out of 191 times. 

Compared with last year, the number of rooms having a high 
per cent. of attendance was as follows:

Of the thirteen rooms having over 96 per cent., six were in 
one building and four in another. Of the four having over 97 
per cent. three were in one building. There were a number of 
cases of rooms having 100 per cent. for one week, and one room 
maintained a perfect attendance for a month.

According to the report of the State Board of Education for 
1896—1897, the last volume received, Pittsfield ranked 204th 
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among the 353 towns and cities of the State in ratio of attend- 
ance to the whole number of children between 5 and 15; among 
the 32 cities, we ranked 9th;.and among the 32 towns and cities 
of Berkshire County, we ranked 11th. In comparison with the 
county, our per cent. of attendance to membership in 1897 was 
exceeded only by Adams, Dalton and Stockbridge. 

The increase in average attendance for the year was greater 
than the average attendance at either Pontoosuc, Stearnsville, 
Orchard Street Grammar, Center Intermediate, Center Gram- 
mar, or the High School. It was only 9 less than the average 
attendance in the six rooms of the Briggs School, and only 40 
less than the combined attendance in the four rooms at Stearns- 
ville and the four rooms at Pontoosuc. This increase: demands 
attention. It means more school accommodations as soon as 
they can be provided, or schoolrooms so crowded as to make 
satisfactory work impossible. In the annual report of a promi- 
nent city the average number of pupils to a teacher is given for 
each school, and varies but little from 30 in any case. This is 
the number of pupils generally accepted as permitting the best 
results. Last year the average membership to. a teacher in each 
of our schools having more than one room was as follows: High 
24, Center Grammar 39, Center Intermediate 31, Linden Street 
42, Orchard Street Grammar 39, Training 43, Morningside 37, 
Fenn Street 41, Redfield 39, Russell 40, Briggs 39, Stearnsville 
21, Pontoosuc 37. It is understood by the Committee, and 
should be by all our citizens, that the number of pupils that 
can best be assigned to each teacher of a large school depends 
chiefly upon the combinations of grades that can be made, so 
that the distribution most favorable to good work for the entire 
school may involve considerable differences of numbers in the 
several rooms. During the past year the Principals and Super- 
intendent have done their best to distribute the pupils so as to 
secure on the whole the best work. Under this distributi-n 
66 rooms have had an average membership of more than 33 
pupils, 47 rooms an average of more than 40, and 20 rooms an 
average of more than 45. These numbers show that in the 
rooms now occupied we have enough pupils in excess of the 
most desirable number to fill an eight-room building. 
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INTERRUPTED SESSIONS. 


My observation and experience convince me that the less: 
our school sessions are modified on account of the weather, ex- 
cept in really extreme cases, the better it will be for all con- 
cerned. However, conditions sometimes render it desirable to 
use a signal for closing the schools. It has, therefore, been ar- 
ranged that if on any school day three blasts are blown by the 
Fire Department at 8:15 a. m., it is to be understood by pupils 
and teachers as a signal for no school on that day. Such a 
signal is intended only for occasions when holding school is out 
of the question, and is not to be expected under any ordinary 
circumstances. In most cases, the strongest inducement for clos- 
ing the schools or holding but one session is the fact that many 
of the pupilsare notsuitably protected by overshoes, waterproofs, 
or umbrellas. There may be cases where it is really impossible 
for parents to provide these articles, but it is most important 
that it should not be neglected where it is possible. Much of the 
sickness that keeps pupils from school doubtless arises from 
this cause. I sincerely hope that all parents will do their ut- 
most ta provide such protection for their children.

SCHOOL PROPERTY. 
REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


General.—The usual repairs upon roofs, heating apparatus, 
plumbing, etc., have been carefully attended to during the 
year. Besides the repairs and improvements mentioned later in 
connection with the different schools, a noticeable general im- 
provement has been made by protecting the entrances of a num- 
ber of our larger schools by iron gates. These have long been 
needed, and have prevented trespassing which had been for 
some time a nuisance of considerable magnitude. The gates are 
of pleasing pattern, and on the whole rather improve the ap- 
pearance of the buildings. The buildings thus protected are the 
High School, Linden Street, Morningside, Fenn Street, Redfield 
and Briggs. Another provision contributing greatly to the con- 
venience of teachers and pupils has been the construction of 
umbrella racks of neat and convenient design for the newer 
buildings. This provision might well be extended to all of our 
larger schools. At a number of the schools additional trees have 
been planted. 

High School.—During the summer the grounds of the High 
School were graded and concrete walks were laid. The approach 
to the school was greatly improved by a wide concrete walk laid 
by the Board of Public Works from the northwest corner of the 
school grounds along the high ground of the Common to Cot- 
tage Row. A cellar for coal and ashes was constructed between 
the western extensions of the building so as to be convenient 
both to the driveway and the bolier room. This has capacity suf- 
ficient for a year’s supply of coal, and not only diminishes the 
amount of labor and expense required for delivering coal and 
removing ashes, but removes this dirt-producing work from the 
basement of the building. It also leaves considerably more space 
free for more desirable uses. 

During the past year, some difficulty has been experienced in 
warming the lower rooms at the east end of the building. This 
was primarily due to the distance of these rooms from the air 
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inlets and the long journey the heated air had to make through 
the flues. In operating the radiators and fresh air inlets, it was 
found that on the coldest days the air could not be admitted 
freely to the radiators without chilling them so as to cause in- 
jury. This difficulty has been overcome by extending the wall 
between the hot air chamber and the cold air inlet about 16 
inches higher, so that the cold air can attack the radiator only 
from above. It is now possible to admit as much fresh air as is 
desired, and thus utilize the full power of the apparatus. While 
the beneficial results of the improvement are very great, the im- 
provement itself was very simple and inexpensive. New grates 
of improved pattern have been provided for both boilers, by 
which considerable economy of fuel is effected. 

The lunch counter, with the necessary fixtures for serving a 
lunch at the noon hour, was built on the north side of the base- 
ment nearly opposite the entrancetotheroom designed for man- 
ual training. A room for the use of the janitor has been fitted up 
on the south side of the basement and opposite the lunch room. 
The northwest room in the basement has been devoted to athletic 
uses and fitted with some simple protections for that purpose. 
Rubber-racks have been added to the wardrobes throughout the 
building. 

The fall of a part of the ceiling in one of the apparatus-rooms 
led to a careful inspection of the ceilings throughout the build- 
ing. Experts were called upon for an opinion, which resulted in 
a conclusion that the ceilings were unsafe, the cause of the 
danger being an insufficient spacing between laths. The School | 
Committee deemed it prudent to remove any possible danger to 
any pupil by erecting through the halls and rooms temporary 
scaffoldings. It was finally decided to ceil the building with 
wood, using oak in the auditorium, the halls, and the rooms fin- 
ished in oak, and using pine in the rooms finished with that 
material. The auditorium, halls on the first floor, class rooms, 
recitation rooms, drawing room, library and laboratory rooms 
have already been completed and indicate that the general ap- 
pearance of the building will be but little, if any injured, by 
this change. It is hoped that the remainder of the work can be 
completed at an early date. | 
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The furnishing of the building has been completed by the 
purchase of Chandler adjustable desks and the necessary teach- 
ers’ desks and tables. While the apparatus is not as complete as 
desired, it is sufficient for the most essential experiments. An 
addition to the library of such books of reference as are most 
directly useful in the work of the school would be very helpful. 

Center Intermediate —The space between the concrete and 
the western side of the building has been graded and sodded, 
giving a much improved appearance to the premises. A door has 
been cut from the basement to the western hall for the conven- 
ience of the janitor. Shades taken from the West street building 
occupied by the High School have replaced the wooden shutters 
throughout the building. The pupils in Miss Skinkle’s room 
have scraped and polished their desks with some assistance from 
the Committee on Buildings and Sites. The desks have been var- 
nished and now compare favorably with most of our school 
desks throughout the city. There is need of better drainage 
from the eastern roof. 

Linden Street.—The roofs have been repaired as well, per- 
haps, as their condition permits. The leaders have been repaired 
and renewed as necessary; the chimneys have been pointed and 
repaired; the grounds have been graded and a strip of lawn has 
been seeded next to the walk on the north; gutters have been 
paved to lead surface water from the grounds. Stone steps lead- 
ing from the sidewalk to the west entrance have been laid, also 
a concrete walk from them to the building. The hatchway 
on the east of the building has been renewed. The platforms 
have been removed from several of the rooms; the pupils of Miss 
Munn’s room have scraped and polished their desks, which have 
been varnished by the Committee. This is the second room 
which has been improved in this manner under the inspiration 
of Miss Munn. 

Orchard Street Grammar.—The closets in this biulding have 
been changed from the flush system and are now operated by 
pulls so as to economize in the use of water. A new floor was 
laid in Mrs. Stickles’s room and the furniture rearranged. The 
platforms were removed from both rooms on the lower floor; 
new drinking fountains were provided; the chimneys were re- 
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built from the roof, and the clapboarding was repaired and 
painted. New gutters were also made, the building being there- 
by much improved. It is still far from satisfactory. 

Training School.—The closets have been provided with pulls 
for the more economical use of water. Some of the furniture has 
been repaired. At the beginning of the present term the ceilings 
on the lower floor were flooded with water through the over- 
sight of the janitor so as to cause considerable damage. They 
have been repaired by the masons, except in Miss Kelly’s room, 
where a new wooden ceiling seemed the easiest solution of the 
problem. The steps have been rebuilt, and new gutters pro- 
vided for the porch and other portions of the building. 

Morningside —The roof and gutters have been repaired as at 
Linden Street, a matter of considerable expense, but unavoid- 
able. The grounds have been graded and beautified by a strip of 
lawn next to the street.The trees have also been protected. 

Fenn Street—The fence on the south of the school premises 
has required and received extensive repairs. 

RKedfield._—Storm-windows have been provided for the closets 
on the west. An iron fence of handsome design has been con- 
structed between the school grounds and the premises of Mr. 
George W. Pease on the north. Considerable difficulty has been 
experienced in preventing undue washing on the playground 
and damage to adjacent property on the west. To remedy this 
a sod bank has been raised on the western line of the grounds. 
Gutters have been constructed to carry the water from the prem- 
ises to the street. 

Russel’s.—A door has been placed at the entrance of the boil- 
er room and screens for the protection of the basement windows 
have been provided. The playground has been regraded and gut- 
ters have been paved to throw the surface water away from the 
building and conduct it from the grounds. 

Briggs.—Storm-doors of neat design have been extended 
across the western entrances, and screens have been placed on 
the basement windows. Some difficulty having been experienced 
from downward currents through the ventilating flues, it has 
been decided to erect a cupola on the ridge of the roof so that 
the air from the rooms may be discharged upward whatever the 
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changes and direction of the wind. This will be completed 
within a few days. Rubber-racks have been added to the ward- 
robes. 

Pontoosue.—Slate blackboards have been provided in the two 
southern rooms. Two book-closets have been constructed in the 
entries on the lower floor. Platforms have been removed from all 
the rooms, and the grading of the grounds has been considera- 
bly improved. 

Barkerviile and West Pitts field—New chimneys have been 
built. 

Osceola.—The grading has been improved. 

Peck’s.—The roof, which had become unsafe, has been re- 
paired so as to be secure. The schoolroom has been kalsomined 
and painted and generally renovated. A division fence has been 
constructed at the rear of the building, and the closets have 
been righted. This school building is now in good condition. 


BOOKS AND SUPPLIES. 


As far as our appropriation has permitted we have endeavored 
to keep our school books in good condition and to provide suf- 
ficient supplies ofsuitable quality, preventing wastefulness. When 
books seemed worth rebinding this has been done. In several 
cases we have been able to exchange old books for new, thus sav- 
ing considerable amounts. For several years we have dated new 
books before issuing them, so that we can now in most cases tell 
approximatelytheamount of service that each book has given. A 
system of covering the books has been followed, which has pre- 
vented soiling to a considerable extent and has probably effected 
a saving in wear. 

Martin’s “Human Body” and Willoughby’s “Rights and Du- 
ties of American Citizens” have been selected for use in the 
High School. The Third Book of the Educational Music 
Course has been provided for Grade VI., and Webster’s Primary 
Dictionary has been placed in the hands of the pupils of Grade 
IV. | 

Last spring the Committee on supplies introduced an elabo- 
rate system of inventory, intended to secure a complete record 
of all books and supplies received and distributed. It has not 
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beenaltogethersuccessful thus far, but it is hoped that when the 
next lists are filled bv the Principals they may be made more re- 
liable and that hereafter it may be possible to secure more ex- 
actness. The lists have been of great value in locating more defi- 
nitely and easily the books and supplies furnished and in facili- 
tating such exchanges between the schools as from time to time 
are found desirable . 

Our expense for books and supplies for 1898, on the basis of 
average membership, was $1.59, against $1.56 the average for 
the State. 


ONOTA STREET. 


The schoolhouse on Onota Street was repaired externally a few 
years ago, but internally is in poor condition. The number of 
pupils now attending there, and from that vicinity at Linden 
Street, with the new pupils likely to present themselves during 
the year, call for more accommodation than is afforded by the one 
room now occupied. The time appears to have arrived, or to be 
near at hand, when the building should be put in good condition, 
povided with a furnace and some system of ventilation, and fin- 
ished in accordance with the original intention of making it a 
two-room building. 


SCHOOL ARCHITECTURE. 


After our somewhat unusual experience in building new 
schoolhouses, in repairing and remodeling old ones and in caring 
for them after completion, a few points seem established, and 
may well be kept in mind for future consideration. Among these 
are the following: | 

Playgrounds should.be ample and should be in the rear of the 
schoolhouse, leaving a space between the building and the street 
for a lawn in keeping with private residences in the vicinity or 
as an example for them. 

‘are should be taken in grading to throw the surface water 
away from the building and to drain the grounds without wash- 
ing and channeling. The roofs should be so constructed that the 
roof gutters and leaders will easily receive, convey and dispose 
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of all the water likely under any circumstances to be presented 
to them. 

The relations of the entrances and the roof valleys should be 
such that neither the roof valleys nor the roof itself can in any 
way discharge over the entrances, or expose the entrances to 
avalanches or drippings. A gable over the entrance is one way 
of effecting this. 

Entrance steps should be within the protection of the roof, 
so as not to allow snow and ice to gather upon them from with- 
out. ` 

Ample provision should be made for the storage of coal and 
ashes and for the convenient handling of the same. An under- 
ground storage outside of the cellar is convenient and relieves 
the building of a great amount of dirt, besides allowing more 
space for playrooms for stormy weather. 

The floors of the basement should be of concrete rather than 
of cement. 

The closets should be constructed so as to easily and directly 
accommodate the pupils, avoid the necessity for pupils to pass 
from floor to floor, economize water, avoid noise in use, and free 
themselves from avoidable odors. The plumbing should be plan- 
ned to avoid freezing and good enough to stay in order for a 
series of years after it is once completed . 

In an ordinary building there should be a Principal’s office, 
a bookroom, a teachers’ room, and convenient closets for the use 
of the janitor, but a large number of small rooms is unnecessary. 

Each schoolroom should be provided with ample closets for 
the storage of books and materials. 

Each schoolroom should be so planned that the main light 
will come from the left and supplementary light, if any, from 
the rear. 

If possible, the main light should come in abundance from 
the long side of the room and no portion of a schoolroom should 
be partially deprived of light on account of other features of 
construction assumed to be of more importance. 

In each schoolroom the blackboard space on the wall in front 
of the pupils should be as ample as possible and as far as pos- 
sible unbroken by doorways, closets, etc. 
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Picture mouldings and neutral tinting of the walls should 
be deemed an essential part of the construction. 

The best floors are the cheapest in the end. 

If the attic is not intended for use it is wasteful to allow it 
more space than necessary. If it is intended for use, it should 
be so constructed that it can be used to the best advantage con- 
sistent with the exigencies of construction. 

The system of ventilating and heating, whether automatic or 
not, should be designed to work in harmony with nature and n t 
in opposition to nature. Flues for the exit of foul air should 
issue fromthe top of the roof rather than on the side, and should 
be so constructed that they will naturally draw the air out of 
the building whether aided by fans or not. | 

The fresh air inlets should be so planned that fresh air can 
be obtained and the temperature of the rooms regulated without 
sudden changes from highly overheated air to that of the out- 
side air in the coldest weather. 

The supply of fresh air should be planned to enter the revis- 
ters so that they may exert their power upon it without uneven- 
ness or wasteful exposure at any special point.

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The principal items which show an increase of expenditures 
for the past year as compared with the preceding year are as fol- 
lows:— 


Increase for teachers’ salaries, $ 320 85 
Increase for care, 1,254 26 
Increase for repairs, 2,113 56 
Increase for improvements, 259 24 


The $320.85 does not, however, express the difference between 
the salaries of the teachers for the past school year and the pre- 
ceding school year, but the difference between the salaries for the 
fiscal year 1897 and the fiscal year 1898. The first week of the 
last school year fell within the fiscal year 1897, and the teachers 
were paid for that week out of the appropriation for 1897. The 
amount paid for teachers’ salaries in 1897 was for 41 weeks of 
service, and the amount paid in 1898 was for 39 weeks of ser- 
vice. Deducting from the amount of teachers’ salaries reported 
for 1897 the $1,261.30 paid for the 41st week of that year and 
adding it to the amount paid for the 39 weeks of 1898, the in- 
crease for teachers’ wages for the school year 1898 is shown to 
be $2,843.45. The same adjustment applied to the total expendi- 
tures for the two years shows that the total expense for the last 
school year was $4,289.78 more than for the preceding school 
year, against a corresponding increase of $2,929.90 for 1897 
over 1896. The increase for the past year not accounted for by 
teachers’ salaries was due chiefly to the additional janitor service 
at the High School, the increase of 25 per cent. in janitor’s 
salaries which took effect at the beginning of the fall term, 
unusual repairs on the roofe of the Linden Street and Morning- 
side schools, the changes in plumbing at Briggs and Orchard 
Street and the Training School to reduce the consumption of 
water, the unexpected demand of the Board of Public Works 
for metered water rates, and expenditures arising from the ceil- 
ings at the High School. 

The appropriation for the ordinary uses of the school depart- 
ment was $79,000; but to expedite the grading and other im- 
provements at the new High School during the summer vacation, 
certain payments properly chargeable to the building account 
were made from the appropriation for maintenance. $1,000 was 
later added to the school appropriation to replace the amounts 
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thus used, but the transaction was a matter of form and did not 
increase the funds available for ordinary uses. 

Other appropriations expended by the School Committee for 
building and furnishing were as follows:

OUR EXPENDITURES NOTICEABLY SMALL. 


From time to time allusion is made to the cost of our schools 
in such manner as to suggest the inference that the public 


schools of Pittsfield are noticeably expensive. It seems just and 
proper that all concerned should distinctly understand that the 
exact contrary is the case. So far as results depend upon the 
use of money, there is no reason why the schools of Pittsfield 
should not be distinctly inferior to those of most of the other 
cities of the Commonwealth. If they are as good as those of 
other cities or better, it ought to be recognized that these 
results are accomplished not by the liberal expenditure of 
money, but notwithstanding the comparative meagerness of our- 
expenditures. The annual report of the State Board of Educa- 
tion, presented to the Legislature Jan. 18, 1899, states that 
excluding the cost of buildings, the average annual cost of the 
public schools for the past year was $25.22 for each child in- 
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the average membership. On the same basis, the cost per 
pupil in Pittsfield was $20.15, a difference of $5.07. It should 
be remembered that this is not $5.07 below what are supposed 
to be the best school cities of the State, but $5.07 below the 
average. $5.07 multiplied by 3766, the average membership of 
our schools for the year, gives $19,093.62, the additional 
amount that would have been required to place us on a financial 
equality with the average schools of the State. This amount 
added to our appropriation of $79,000 would have called for an ` 
appropriation of over $98,000 in 1898, and that amount, being 
the average appropriation for the State, could not have been 
justly described as unusual or noticeably large. The truth is 
that the cost of our school maintenance is conspicuously small 
in comparison with amounts expended in other cities, and it is 
fair to all concerned that our citizens should realize that such 
is the case.

THE PATTEN MEMORIAL. 


Upon the death of Miss Patten last January, the teachers 
seemed to feel instinctively and generally that her lonz connec- 


tion with our schools and the high esteem in which she was held 
called for some more permanent and definite recognition than 
the ordinary tributes. A large and representative comm ttee was 
formed to recommend the most suitable form of memorial, and 
it was finally decided to ask of her relatives the privilege of 
marking her grave in the Pittsfield Cemetery with a stone suit- 
ably inscribed. The offerings of her fellow-teachers and former 
pupils and other friends were applied to this object by the com- 
“mittee. Some unavoidable delays have occurred, but the work is 
now nearly completed. The design selected by the committee is 
a simple die of dark Quincy granite 3 ft. 4 in. long, 1 ft. 4 in. 
thick, 2 ft. 10 in. high, resting on a base of the same material 
4 ft. long, 2 ft. thick, and 1 ft. 4 in. high. The base is rustic, 
with hammered edges, and the die is polished. It is inscribed as 
follows: 


LOUISE MARLETTE PATTEN 
1843—1898 
FOR THIRTY-THREE YEARS 


A SUCCESSFUL TEACHER IN THE PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS OF PITTSFIELD | 


ERECTED BY HER FELLOW-TEACHERS AND FRIENDS 


This monument will stand by her last resting place as a wit- 
ness to the high esteem in which she was held when she lived 
and labored among us and to the sincere respect for her mem- 
ory felt by those with whom and for whom she labored so long 
and successfully. 


OFFICE ASSISTANCE. 
Miss Florence Feeley, who was appointed last summer to 


assist in the clerical work of the Superintendent’s Office, has 
proved herself very efficient and helpful. The fact that she has 
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found her position a very busy one is sufficient evidence of the 
wisdom of the Committee in relieving the Superintendent of a 
portion of this necessary work. The arrangement has enabled 
him to devote a larger share of his time and energies to pro- 
fessional duties and without doubt has been an economical use 
of the money expended for the purpose. 


PROGRESS. 


The change for the better in the appearance of our city with- 
in the last five years has been very marked. In no respect has 
this change been more noticeable than in the improved condi- 
tion of our school premises and our school buildings old and 
new. These improvements have given an air of dignity and en- 
terprise which was impossible with the school grounds as they 
were five years ago and with the school buildings as they then 
existed. In their educational aspects, our schools seem to me to 
have grown steadily better. A new course of study has been 
set forth for all the grades from the first primary through the 
High school. I believe-that it is being carried out in most 
respects successfully and that our teachers and pupils expect to. 
do better each succeeding year. 


CONCLUSION. 


I am glad to acknowledge the continued courtesy and enthus 
iasm of the pupils and teachers, and the kindness and helpful- 
ness of the School Committee. I have also to express my appre- 
ciation for the courtesy and helpfulness of the local press during 
the past year. 

_ As I look back upon the five years of my labors under your. 
direction and compare the present condition and equipment of 
our schools with their condition and equipment at the begin- 
ning of that period, 1 must confess to a feeling of considerable 
Satisfaction at what has been accomplished. It is the lot of mor- 
tals to err both by omission and by commission. Could we be 
placed at the beginning of those five years again with our pres- 
ent knowledge, we might make a better record. Were we placed 
there under the conditions then existing and with the knowl- 
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edge we then had, with the definite offer of what has been done 
on the one hand and what we might do on the other, I for one, 
would scarcely wish to exchange what we have done for the op- 
portunity to do better.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


To Superintendent Eugene Bouton: 


In accordance with your request, I take pleasure in submit- 
ting herewith a report of the condition of the High School for 
the year just completed. 

With regard to the condition of the school as a whole, I am 
happy to state that in many ways there has been a steady and 
healthy improvement. This advancement has been largely in the 
direction of better teaching, especially in the department of 
science, in which, for the first time, the school is doing credita- 
ble work. The best of facilities for teaching the sciences, and a 
conviction, on the part of the students, of their importance, 
have conspired to make this department the equal of any in the 
school. 

Hopes were entertained at the beginning of the year just 
passed, that it might be the banner year for the school both in 
numbers and efficiency. Such undoubtedly would have been the 
case had we been given the full use of our splendid building at 
the outset. Our inability, however, to use the laboratories until 
late in the winter term, and the conditions which confronted us 
last term have, in some measure, caused us to be disappointed in 
the year’s work. In point of numbers the school has not shown 
the increase that its friends had reason to hope. This is in part, 
if not wholly, accounted for from the fact that two unusually 
small classes have come to us within the past three years, occa- 
sioned by more stringent regulaticns, on the part of the schooi 
authorities, regarding promotion from the grammar schools. 
Next year a decided increase in the size of the school may rea- 
sonably be looked for. 

Elsewhere I shall have occasion to thank the members of the

School Commitee for the interest in our work in general, but I 
desire here to express my appreciation of their efforts in so 
thoroughly equipping our science rooms with the necessities at 
least. The cases are far from complete at the present time, but 
additional apparatus can be added as opportunity offers. Aids 
for the teaching of Physiology and for microscopic work are most 
needed. 

At no time have there been more zealous attempts on the part 
of the teachers to fix in the minds of their pupils what may be 
termed the essentials of the lower grade work than during the 
past year. In nearly every case this has been done in connec- 
tion with the regular studies. In some instances, notably in his- 
tory, geography and arithmetic, special time has been allotted. 
It is hoped that a decided improvement will be apparent. 

In French and German special periods have been assigned to 
those of our pupils desiring to offer one or both of these lan- 
guages for college entrance. Heretofore it has been difficult to 
meet the college requirements in these studies, largely owing to 
the fact that more translation is required than can be given in 
the regular recitations. It has been possible to meet this need 
without interfering in the slightest with the other periods. 

Last June the largest class in the history of the school was 
graduated. More than fifty per cent. of these graduates are 
either attending some higher institution of learning, or engaged 
in teaching. I have reason to believe that even a larger per- 
centage of the present senior class will attend school elsewhere. 

That our graduates, within the past year, have taken nearly 
five hundred dollars in prizes, in addition to other honors 
awarded because of scholarship in the various colleges, is, I 
think, sufficient evidence that they compare favorably with 
those from other fitting schools. 

During the past year many parents and friends have avail-d 
themselves of the opportunity of visiting the school at the mu- 
sic hour, and many of these have remained to visit the various 
recitations. It is hoped that even more may feel sufficient inter- 
est in our work to visit us during the coming year. 

Two of the teachers have willingly contributed their services 
Saturday forenoons during the winter and part of the other 
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terms, to be of whatever assistance they could to any who might 
ehoose thus to spend their holiday. We should hardly wish to 
call this work by such a pretentious title as “High School Ex- 
tension,” but in most instances it has practically amounted to 
this. More than ten per cent. of our pupils appear to appreciate 
tne idea of having open house on Saturday. 

To make our library of the greatest good, and in a way to 
bring all its books within the convenience of our students, it 
has been deemed best to allow the pupils to have free access to 
them, under certain regulations, at all times during school 
hours. It has resulted in greater attention being given to refer- 
ence books, and in consequence, I am led to believe, in a higher 
type of scholarship. This is a privilege not deemed advisable in 
most places and one that must be guarded with the greatest 
eare. It has worked very satisfactorily. 

In conclusion, I am happy to report that our pupils have, in 
the main, contributed their part towards a successful year, and 
that I have been accorded most cordial support from the teach- 
ers associated with me. This report would be all too incomplete, 
did I not take this opportunity, personally and in behalf of my 
teachers, to thank you and the members of the School Commit- 
tee for repeated evidences of support and helpfulness.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE TRAINING SCHOOL. 


To Huyene Bouton, Superintendent of Schools: 


Dear Sir:—I have the honor to submit the following report 
of the Training School for the year ending Dec. 16, 189%. 

Fach year progress has been made along the different lines 
of study, but this year greater interest than ever before has been 
raanifested in the different grades in regard to the subject of 
reading. 

Jt is surprising what enthusiasm has been aroused and what 
fine results have been accomplished. 

I believe if a pupil can read intelligently, he is laying the 
foundation for acquiring thoughtful and sensible knowledge in 
all the other studies he may desire to pursue. We have found in 
the advanced classes that mistakes in arithmetic occur, owing 
to the pupils’ inability to read intelligently the problems to be 
solved. Mistakes in language emanate from the same cause. 

The School Board, desirous to maintain the high standard they 
deemed advisable for candidates who were to enter the train- 
ing class, issued this year Speo: notices to the applicants 
who took the examination. 

The first written. test given by the Superintendent was taken 
by the class December 14th. If these tests are satisfactory to 
the School Board, these young women will be admitted to the 
training class. 
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I have had experience with graduates from the various Nor- 
mal and Training Schools, and I know that valuable aid is ren- 
dered to those attending such schools, but four or six weeks’ 
practice in the different grades before graduating is not enough 
experience to test the ability of a person who desires to teach. 

I therefore recommend that the city certificates be withheld 
from persons of limited experience, for a period of three or six 
months, that the ability of such persons to teach and manage 
the different grades assigned to them, may be fully tested by the 
School Board. I believe this method could be applied with profit 
to both the teacher and the city. 

The drawing work under the supervision of Mr. Denison, as a 
means of developing the mental faculties, is exceedingly profita- 
ble. The color work appeals in such a delightful and attractive 
manner to the pupils that it develops keen observation. This 
work has a refining influence on both the mental and moral 
character of the student. 

The music under the direction of Prof. Smith has been along 
the same lines as last year and good results have been obtained. 

The course of study pursued by the training class that grad- 
uated June 21st, 1898, was as has been previously outlined. 
The class numbered cight youngwomen. Their faithful and earn- 
est work in the Training School, with the zeal displayed in their 
work in the different grades since graduating, with one ex- 
ception, gives evidence that they will make efficient teachers.

Lo Superintendent Eugene Bouton: 


There has been a great improvement in the department of 
drawing in the past year, especially in the high school and gram- 
mar grades. 

In the lower grades there is not the chance for so marked an 
improvement, especially in the first, second and third grades, as 
that is where the foundation is laid for the other grades to build 
upon, and if the pupils can be kept on the right road for the 
first three or four years the influence which they will receive in 
that time will remain with them through their entire school 
course. - 

The introduction of story illustrating in the lower grades has 
met with the greatest success; although in many cases the draw- 
ings are very crude, they show clearly the idea the pupil received. 
Too.much cannot be said in favor of this work, as it develops. 
an imaginative and creative power and inspires confidence and. 
freedom. 
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At the Training School the work. has been excellent; the 
young ladies having taken the entire course are prepared to teach 
the drawing in any grade from the first to the High School. 

The work at the Evening Drawing School the past year has 
been above the average, but the attendance has been small owing 
to the fact that the casts in the school have been drawn several 
times by the greater part of the pupils. We have a good supply 
of section casts, but we have but one full length, and I think 
with an addition of a few more full length casts the attendance 
can be increased. 

The exibition held in the studios of the High School build- 
ing at the close of the June term was in every way a success and 


was fully appreciated by the public, as was proven by the large 
attendance.

To His Honor, The Mayor, and the Honorable City Council : 


Gentlemen:—The Board of Public Works herewith beg leave 
to present a report of the work of 1898 wien has been under 
their charge. 

A larger amount of out-door work has been done, and a Jar 
er amount of money expended by the Board during the year 
1898 than in any year since the City was inaugurated, except 
1895. The extraordinary amount of work the past year has been 
in the construction of new lateral sewers, extensions of water 
mains, street grading jobs, and macadam. Well towards one- 
Lalf of the money went underground for new sewers, extensions 
of water mains, and surface drainage work. 


WATER WORKS. 


The largest piece of work for the Water Works during the 
year was the extension of the mains to Tillotson’s, nearly two 
miles, supplying an entirely new section of the city with water. 
_ Water has been very plentiful during the year, in the brooks 
and reservoirs which supply the City, as it was elsewhere. Ash- 
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ley lake was drawn upon only 18 days, from July 17 to August 
4, lowering the water level only three inches. It was full the 
rest of the year. This ample supply is of course due to the 
heavy rainfall. Three weeks of dry weather compels us to draw 
upon the lake, and a return of such dry seasons as were experi- 
enced in the early nineties, when the lake was drawn upon for 
three to six months, would bring up the old question of supply. 
Relx:ng as we do upon the flow of brooks for our general supply 
of water, and with small storage facilities, we are very dependent 
upon the rainfall. We would be very glad to take some steps 
towards providing more storage capacity in connection with our 
Water Works, as a provision against the time of need. We have 
penty of water at times, which if stored would carry us through 
any drouth which we are likely to have. We would recommend 
an appropriation sufficient to make examinations, and run 
levels with a view to locating such a reservoir for storage of 
water. 

The Board believe that a caretaker should be employed to 
watch over the various reservoirs, the brooks which flow into 
them, and Ashley lake, during the summer season. We would 
recommend an appropriation for Water Works Maintenance suf- 
ficiently large to provide for the employment of a man for this 
purpose. We find that most other cities employ such a man, or 
several of them, and we believe that it would be a good invest- 
ment for this City. 

We have brought the matter of sources of pollution of our 
water supply to the attention of the City Council for three 
years, and we still feel as strongly as at first, that some action 
should be taken to remove all danger of offensive or dangerous 
pollution of our water supply. We would recommend that your 
Honorable Bodies consider this matter and take some action 
look:ng to the elimination of all possible sources of pollution. 


FINANCES. 


The following is a summary of Water Works finances for the 
year: The reports of Tax Collector, City Auditor and City Treas- 
urer can be referred to for further particulars.

There has also been expended $16,946 29 for the extension of 
water mains, and $19,000 has been paid upon the water debt. 
The debt is now $271,000, a net reduction of $8,000 during the 
year. A portion of the extensions laid during the year were 
paid for by a loan, and Mill brook claims to the amount of 
$6,123.16 were paid, which explains the small net decrease of 
the debt. 

The above is only an outline of the Water Works finances. We 
think it would be an advantage to the water works if its fin- 
ances could be kept entirely separate from other City accounts. 
Ax present the income of the Works goes into the general funds 
of the City, and is expended for all City purposes, while the 
maintenance of the Works is met by appropriations, and exten- 
sions and improvements are provided for either by appropria- 
tions or loans.

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Including under the above heading the expenditures for the 
care of highways and streets, and those for macadam roads, and 
special street grading work, shows this to be the most costly 
and important branch of the work of the Board. 

The expense of keeping the roads open during the winter was. 
very heavy, practically four thousand dollars having been ex- 
pended for snow roads. This was the first year since the city 
was inaugurated that the Board has found it necessary to ex- 
pend money for snow roads in December. The expending of 
four thousand dollars for snow roads left a smaller amount for 
the summer care of the roads than the previous year. The 
heavy rains during the summer hindered highway work and in- 
jured what was done, much of which had to be renewed. How-. 
ever, the roads were kept in as good condition as possible. 


MACADAM ROADS. 


Under appropriations made by your Honorable Bodies, two 
pieces of macadam road were constructed, on Wahconah street 
and New West street. The Wahconah street section extends. 
from the top of the hill by the Bel Air dam to the Taconic 
bridge. This section of road is not very high above the level 
of the water in Bel Air pond, and it was necessary to provide a 
thorough system of underdrains for keeping the water away” 
from the road. This added considerably to the cost of the work. 

On New West street macadam was laid through the low place 
in the street south of the old Burhank hotel. One iron pipe was 
laid across the street to carry surface water, and a French drain 


was laid for a portion of the length of the strip, on the south 
side. 


DAWES AVENUE AND APPLETON AVENUE. 


The crest of the hill east of the Van Sickler bridge, in Dawes 
avenue, was cut down about two feet, and in places nearer the 
bridge fully that amount was filled in, making the grade of the 
hill very much easier and more pleasant. The gutters were pav- 
ed for quite a distance at the top of the hill, and the roadway 
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was gravelled. The surface water from both Dawes avenue and 
Appleton avenue, at the point east of the bridge, was given es- 


cape by means of catchbasins and a pipe discharging into the 
Tiver. Enough grading was done on Appleton avenue to get the 


water into the catchbasins, but on account of insufficient ap- 
propriation, a part of the necessary grading was left undone. 

The work of completing the grading of South Appleton ave- 
nue should be done the coming year, and Dawes avenue from 
the bridge to Howard street should be put in good order, and 
the surface water taken of. 


BEAVER STREET. 
The work on this street consisted in completing what was be- 


gun the previous fall. It consisted chiefly in grading, cutting 
and filling and gravelling, though at one or two points a little 


work was necessary to remove the surface water. One catchbasin 


was built. The street is now in excellent shape. 
BRIGGS AND RICHMOND AVENUES. 


Under this appropriation, Richmond avenue was graded from 
Pontoosuc avenue as far as it is a public way. Two catchbasins 
were built in the rear of St. Charles church. 

Briggs avenue was cut down to the City grade through the 
deep cut, including the west gutter and sidewalk, and the east 
gutter. The east sidewalk has not been brought down to grade. 
That can be done when necessary. 


PARKER AND KELLOGG STREETS. 


Although separate appropriations were made for each of these 
streets, the work on them went on practically at the same time, 
it being necessary to do that on account of their close relation to 
each other. The work was practically all grading work, except 
that it was found necessary to lower the water pipe in each 
street where a cut was made, and to put up a railing on a por- 
tion of Kellogg street. Both streets are now in good shape. 
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HIGH STREET. 


The portion of High street which was relocated by the City 
Council of 1897, was graded, under an appropriation by your 
Honorable Bodies and the surface water removed. Two catch- 
basins were built and pipes laid to the river. The stream of wa- 
ter from the Pollock property was taken across High street by a 
24-inch cast iron pipe sluice. 


KING STREET. 


With the amount of money appropriated, the Board was able 
to grade this street from Linden street to Martin street, work- 
ing to the established City grade. Two iron pipes were laid 
across the street to convey the outflow of springs on the west 
side of the street, and one iron pipe near the north end of the 
portion graded, to take surface water. The grading of the re- 
mainder of this street will be more costly, as a good deal of fill- 
ing into the swamp will be necessary. The Cemetery Corpora- 
tion furnished a part of the gravel for this street, and gravel 
was found at one point in the process of grading, enabling us to 
make a very good showing of work done with a small appropria- 
tion. 


NORTH JOHN STREET. 


In putting this street in good condition, one of the worst mud 
holes around the City was done away with. A 24-inch pipe was 
laid to convey the surface water to the river, and four catch- 
basins built. The roadway was then graded to the grade accept- 
ed by the City Council of 1897, and gravelled. The street is 
now in fine condition, the change for the better being very no- 
ticeable. 


ALLEN AND SCHOOL STREETS. 


Perhaps as much satisfaction was afforded the Board in im- 
proving Allen street as any piece of work of the year, and it is 
probable that the entire public shared in the satisfaction. The 
condition of that street, before the improvement, was extremely 
unpleasant, and being so near North street and in the center of 
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the City, it was a cause of trouble and annoyance to everybody. 
The surface water which stood upon the street from one end of 
the season to the other, was removed by the construction of six 
catchbasins, and the street was then filled in, graded up and 
gravelled, and is now in good condition. 


WEST HOUSATONIC STREET. 


The work of grading this street, between the bridge and 
Brenton Terrace, commenced the previous year, was completed, 
Gutters were laid for a portion of the distance up the hill, and - 
means was provided for the escape of the surface water to the 
river. 


DIVISION STREET. 


Under the appropriation for this street, gutters were laid on 
both sides between Circular avenue and River street, and the 
roadway was graded and gravelled. 


LENOX AVENUE. 


This street being accepted so late in the season, left little 
time for work upon it. Under the appropriation made, the north 
end of the street was freed from surface water, graded so as 
to be safe for travel, and a railing built on the west side. Iron 
pipe was purchased and the Board intended to lay it to convey. 
the water from springs near the junction of Lenox avenue and 
Wahconah street to the river near the Taconic bridge, but win- 
ter came before the work could be done. This pipe is now on the. 
ground, and should be laid the coming summer. 


WEST STREET. 


On West street, at the foot of the hill east of the entrance to 
H. C. Valentine’s summer residence, is a, section of road which 
should receive attention. Mr. Valentine has filled a low place 
here at the south of the travelled way with stone, with a view 
to moving the travelled way to the south and into the center of 
the Jocation. He has done a large amount of work without ex- 
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pense to the City, and the only thing necessary now is to prop- 
erly cover the stone with gravel or wearing surface. 
The present roadway is at the extreme north of the location, 


and the change will make the road straighter, wider and prob- 
ably drier. 


TREES. 

The cutting and trimming of shade trees called for about the 
same amount of labor and expense as in the previous year. A 
large proportion of the shade trees in the City have reached ma- 
turity, and require considerable care. Dead branches and dead 
trees have to be removed, and this work will increase for some 
years. Some provision should be made for planting trees in 
place of those which die and are removed. About $500 was ex- 
pended on trees from the Highway appropriation the past year. 


SEWERS. 


During the year 1.97 miles of sewers were added to the new 


sewer svstem. This included the sewers in the Morningside sec- 
tion, where it was necessary to run down to the corner of Kel- 


logg and Parker streets to make connection with the system al- 
ready constructed. Following is a table of the sewers laid during 
the year:

One hundred and one connections were made with the new 
sewers during the year, making a total of 1245 to January 1, 
1899. 

The Board again calls attention to the near expiration of the 
time that the City may allow the outfall of its sewers to empty 
into the Housatonic river. It is our opinion that a sufficient ap- 
propriation should be made that we may complete the investi- 
gation of this matter and prepare the plans and present to the 
State Board of Health for their approval, which must be done 
before the disposal work can be entered upon. 

That section of the City called “Eveningside” has grown very 
rapidly in the last few years. Many houses have been built, and 
new streets have been laid out. It seems to the Board that sewers 
are needed in that section. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


During the past year the Board has been able to relieve the 
difficulty from surface water at several places where it was mak- 
ing trouble. Under appropriations from your Honorable Bodies, 
the Bradford street drain was pushed along, and a part of the 
necessary work on the Bog sewer was done, the necessary work 
on North John street was accomplished, and the work on Onota 
‘street, near VonNida’s, was nearly completed. From the appro- 
priation for Surface Drainage a necessary piece of work was — 
done to remove the surface water from Tyler and Burbank 
‘streets near their junction, and the trouble on New West street 
was temporarily remedied. 


BRADFORD STREET DRAIN. 


The work on this system during the year, brought the main 
trunk drain to North street, where two catchbasins were built. 
It now remains to lay feeder drains in North street south as far 
as the American house, and north as far as the Oman. place, and 
the necessary drains in Columbus avenue, Summer and Union 
streets, from North street to Francis avenue. That quarter of 
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the City will then have an adequate system of surface drainage, 
and will be the only section of the City so thoroughly provided 
for. This will do much to relieve the overcrowding of the Cen- 
ter street drain, by taking from it all the surface water collected 
on Columbus avenue, Summer street and Union street, be- 
tween North street and Francis avenue; on North street be- 
tween the bridge and Bradford street, and some from Jubile 
hill and Melville street. We think it quite imperative that this 
system should be con:pleted the coming summer, for the reason 
that it will relieve trouble of long standing at the corner of 
Summer street and North, and for the reason that Columbus. 


avenue should be improved, and this work should be first com- 
pleted. 


BOG SEWER. 


Your Honorable Bodies having made an appropriation for 

a portion of the necessary work upon the surface water sewer 
or drain which extends from New West street through private 
land, and across Church and South Church streets to the Hou- 
satonic river, the Board renewed the portion of the drain from 
below South Church street northward to the stone drain on the 
Barry land, the stone drain being in good condition. Piles were 
driven, and the iron pipe supported from them in a permanent 
manner. This replaced wooden cylinders which were in very bad 
condition. Two catchbasins were built on South Church street. 
After the New West street macadam was completed, another 
short section of this sewer was rebuilt just south of New West. 
street. This was constructed in the same manner, and one catch- 


basin built. There is still another section between these two, to 
be rebuilt. 


ONOTA STREET DRAIN. 


The chronic trouble from surface water on Onota street, near 
VonNida’s place has been practically cured by the work done 
late in the fall. When the appropriation was made, material was 
purchased, and the work rapidly pushed to completion. Twenty 
inch Akron pipe was laid from the main seat of trouble in Onota 
street, northward to Martin street. Down Martin street to King 
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street, 24-inch Akron was used. Across King street and the flat 
lands to an arm of the river, 30-inch cast iron was used. This is 
calculated to be large enough to take the surface water from all 
the watersheds of that neighborhood. Next year it will be neces- 
sary to build three catchbasins and to do some grading on 
Onota street. 


BURBANK AND TYLER STREETS. 


The surface water from quite a large territory accumulated at 
the low place near the junction of Tyler and Burbank streets, 
and was taken across the neck of private land by a stone sluice- 
way. The sluice was small and buildings had been erected so 
that it was not convenient to carry the water there longer. A 
new cast iron pipe was therefore laid across the land at a differ- 
ent point, and the proper arrangements made on Tyler street. 
After reaching Burbank street the new pipe was laid to and con- 
nected with the surface drain across the Rice property. 


NEW WEST STREET. 


The surface water which collected on New West street, be- 
tween the railroad bridge and West street, was temporarily 
cared for by means of a pipe and open ditch across private land 
and across Mill street to the river.

In view of the increasing difficulty in securing cobble stone 
for paving gutters, the Board feel that it would be good policy 
to follow the example of many other cities, and use brick for 
paving gutters. 

The provision of means of escape for surface water is of 
great importance, and in many sections such provision is & 
prime necessity. A large portion of the City has no properly de- 
signed drainage system, the water either being removed imper- 
fectly by poorly devised means, or not removed at all. There are 
several points where the surface water is making trouble, and 
where the need of relief seems to us to be very pressing. 

The lack of sufficient drains for surface water causes the City 
continual expense in repairing the damage to streets, and in 
payments to private parties for damage done to their property, 
and this sort of expense is bound to continue and increase until 
adequate drainage is provided. The covering of land with build- 
ings, hardening streets, laying gutters, etc., causes surface water 
to flow much more rapidly, and makes its disposition more nec- 
essary and more costly. 

That section of Wahconah street from North street to the 
grist mill, is in serious need of a better system of surface water 
drains. Many streets pour their surface water into this section 
of the street, and to satisfactorily provide for it will be a work of 
a good deal of magnitude. 

At the point where the B. & A. R. R. crosses Fourth street, 
a large volume of water is discharged upon the street from the 
railway tracks, and means for its disposition should be provided. 
A large portion of the water which collects at this point has 
been discharged upon the railway tracks from City streets. 

On South street the surface water has no escape from Buel 
street to the river. On the hill below Mrs. Redfield’s the vol- 
ume of water is large, and damage is done to the road every 
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season. A pipe should be laid to the river, and the proper num- 
ber of catchbasins built. 

The section known as “Morningside” should have a system 
collecting the surface waters at a point near the intersection of 
‘Lyler street and Dalton avenue, and a large pipe laid from there 
to Silver lake. 

Near the intersection of Howard street and Pomeroy avenue, 
surface water collects and makes trouble. Many complaints have 
been received from T. L. Lowden & Son because of water flow- 
ing over their land and causing them inconvenience and damage. 
The necessary catchbasins and pipes should be built to take this 
water to the river. 

We have spoken elsewhere of the necessity for the completion 
of the Bradford street system, but call attention again to it 
here. | 

On Elm street a number of new streets on the Pollock prop- 
erty discharge their water upon Elm street, and there is no fur- 
ther escape provided for it. A line of pipe should be laid to the 
river, and catchbasins built. 

Now that Kellogg and Parker streets have been graded, the 
collection of water on Curtis street will be aggravated, as it will 
receive the entire wash of those streets in addition to what went 
there before. Some arrangement for its further disposition 
should be made. 

Certain changes should be made in the connection of sur- 
face drains in West street at the head of Center street. At that 
point the sewer which flows down Center street, receives the 
contents of the sewer which comes down West street from 
North, and receives it in such a manner that the flow of the 
water is broken up and hindered. The same is true of the sew- 
er entering from the west. These connections should be brought 
into the main sewer in such a manner as to accelerate the flow, 
rather than to stop it. 


BRIDGE REPAIRS. 


No extensive repairs upon bridges were made during the 
year. The Board, however, purchased a quantity of oak plank 
for bridges, believing it to be more durable and therefore more 
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economical for the City. In order to secure the plank, it was 
necessary to contract for quite a quantity, have the trees cut 
and sawn, and the plank stored. Enough was secured for two . 
or three years. Only a few bridges were planked and no other 
repairs of any note were made. All the iron bridges in the City 
should be painted the coming season. 


BARKERVILLE CULVERT. 


Under the appropriation for renewing the stone culvert un- 
der the Upper Barkerville road near Barkerville, the Board de- 
termined to use 42 inch cast iron pipe in place of stone. The 
pipe was purchased and delivery of it had begun when it was 
ascertained that the contractors for the State highway on the 
Shaker 10ad were about to close that road, and keep it closed 
for the rest of the fall. The Board deemed it best not to close 
the Upper Barkerville road, which would entirely shut off all 
communication of a large section, and therefore the work of 
putting the pipes in the ground was put over until another 
year. Some temporary work was done to make a better passage 
for the water for the winter, but it will be necessary to put in 
the pipes the coming season. 


BICYCLE PATHS. 


Under the appropriation for the care of bicycle paths, the 
grass and weeds in the Dalton road path were removed, and a 
light coating of gravel put on. A large portion of the path on 
South street was also gravelled. 


REPAIR OF BUILDINGS. 


No large amount of work has heen done under this appro- 
priation. At the North Pearl street tool yard, a new door was 
cut in the old school house building, so that carts and road 
scrapers could be taken in and repaired and painted. A new roof 
was put on the water works tool house on School street. 


QTY HALL. 


No repairs of any consequence have been found necessary 
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upon the City hall during the year. This Board called the at- 
tention of Your Honorable Bodies to the need of better storage 
facilities for records, early in the year, and hope that this mat- 
ter will have aiteution the coming year. 


LIGHTING STREETS. 


The following electric lights have been established :— 

One arc light at the corner of North and Union streets. 

One arc light at the corner of Fenn street and Renne avenue. 

One arc light at the intersection of North and First street, 
north of the House of Mercy. 

Six incadescent lights on North street, from King‘s store 
southward. 7 

One incandescent light each on Onota, First, Linden, River, 
South, corner Kellogg and Forest, corner Richmond and Pon- 
toosuc, corner Lincoln and Oak streets. 

(me incandescent light has been ordered removed from Wen- 
dell avenue near Kast Housatonic street. 


PARK AND COMMON. 


The Park and Common have received their usual care in the 
way of fertilizers, cutting grass and keeping the walks. in or- 
der, during the year. We feel that a sum of money might be 
expended to advantage on the Common, in laying out the walks 
after some intelligent plan, planting trees, flowers, and shrub- 
bery, purchasing new seats, etc. In a word, it should be made 
a Park for the delight and comfort of the women and children 
of the City. 


SIDEWALK ON COMMON. 


Appropriation having been made for a sidewalk on the Com- 
mon, from First street to the High school building, the Board 
eonstructcd one of ample width among the trees on the high 
ground. It reaches the High school ground proper at its north- 
west coiner. 
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SIDEWALK ON GALE AVENUE. 


A separate appropriation was made for a gravel sidewalk on 
Gale avenue, from the Tillotson road to the school house, and 
the walk was accordingly constructed.

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REPORT OF CIVIL ENGINEER. 


To the Honorable Board of Public. Works: 


I herewith submit the following report of work done by the 
Engineering department during the year ending Dec. 31; 1898. 


HIGHWAYS. 


The principal jobs on which engineering was required were 
as follows:— 


WAHCONAH STREET MACADAM. 


The City Government having appropriated $5000 for the 
macadamizing of Wahconah street, that portion of the street 
between the Taconic bridge and the Bel Air dam, a distance of 
1125 feet was macadamized. As this road lies only a few feet 
above the Bel Air pond, it has been wet and muddy and difficult 
to travel. In the lowest part, 775 feet was underdrained. Tile 
drains four inches in diameter were laid from the pond to the 
Street Railway track. These tiles were placed 25 feet apart, and 
were laid at an average depth of three and one-half to four feet 
below the surface of the macadam. The road was raised for 
several hundred feet in length, and to a maximum amount of 
182 inches. The width of the macadam was 15 feet, making, 
together with the paved gutters a roadway of 234 feet. To take 
care of the surface water between the crown of the road and the 
street railway track, six catchbasins were built. Pipes were also 
laid connecting the easterly gutter directly with the pond. The 
macadam was made eight inches thick in the center and six 
inches thick on the sides. 


NEW WEST STREET MACADAM. 


The City Government appropriated $4000 for the macadam- 
izing of New West street, between Center street and Hurlbut 
street, a distance of 809 feet, and established a grade for the 
same. This grade called for a maximum raise of 1.65 feet. 

On this road the macadam was of the usual thickness, (eight 
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inches in the center and six inches on each side) and 24 feet 
wide. On each side of this macadam there was a strip eight feet 
wide of gravelled roadway, making the whole width of roadway 
40 feet. 

Proper surface drainage has been provided for the street. 
Southerly from New West street, 118.50 feet of 20 inch iron 
pipe has been laid. This now discharges into an open ditch, but 
will eventually be connected with the Bog sewer. This pipe was 
laid on piles. Two piles were driven every twelve feet. Owing to 
the great depth of the mud, the piles were driven from 25 to 50 
feet below the surface. One catchbasin, one manhole and two 
temporary wooden catchbasins have been built in connection 
with this work. 

To provide underdrainage for the street, a five inch Akron 
‘pipe was laid on the southeasterly side of the macadam. This 
-pipe was laid for a distance of 316 feet, and at an average depth 
of about five and one-half feet. The trench over this pipe was 
‘filled to a depth of ten to twelve inches with broken stone. 


BRIGGS AVENUE. 


Under an appropriation of $2900 for Briggs and Richmond 
avenues, the work of cutting down the hill on Briggs avenue 
was continued. This street was accepted by the City Govern- 
-ment in 1894. The grade accepted called for a center cut of 
13.16 feet on the knoll opposite the St. Charles church proper- 
‘ty. Each year for several years, appropriations have been made 
for lowering this hill. This year the roadway and the westerly 
.sidewalk have been brought to grade and have been gravelled 
for a distance of 600 feet. There is still a considerable amount 
-of grading to be done on the easterly sidewalk and tree line. 


RICHMOND AVENUE. 


The work of cutting down Richmond avenue which was made 
: necessary by the grading of Pontoosuc avenue last year, has 
been done, and the street was worked as far as accepted, a dis- 
‘tance of 593.8 feet. The greatest cut made on this work was 2 
-feet 11 inches. Two catchbasins were built and connected with 
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the Pontoosuc avenue surface drain. Paved gutters were laid 
from Pontoosuc avenue to the end of the steep grade, 258 feet 
in length. 

DAWES AVENUE. 


Last year the lines of Dawes avenue being in doubt, the City 
Government re-established them and established a grade. This- 
year the roadway has been worked to grade from the bridge to 
the brow of the hill, a distance of 625 feet. The greatest cut on 
the street was 2.10 feet. This was at a point just easterly of 
High street. The greatest fill was three feet, between Appleton 
and Dawes avenue. 

Owing to the heavy cutting it was necessary to lower the 
water pipe on the street for a distance of 300 feet. Stone gutters. 
were built on each side for a distance of 334 feet, but owing to. 
the heavy filling it was thought best to postpone the laying of 
the gutters between the bridge and High street until this em- 
bankment had settled. This paving should be done early the 
coming spring, and catchbasins should be built near Appleton 
avenue, to take care of the surface water. 


APPLETON AVENUE. 


The lower portion of Appleton avenue, between Dawes ave-- 
nue and High street, was re-located and the grade established. 
A surface drain was run from the river to a point 183 feet from 
Dawes avenue. Here two catchbasins were built and the street 
was graded so as to turn the water into these basins, but owing 
to the smallness of the appropriation, the street was not brought 
to the grade line. The surface drain put in for this street, is. 
also designed to take the drainage from Dawes avenue whenever 
the drainage system in that street shall be completed. 


NORTH JOHN STREET. 


For some years North John street has been very muddy and 
difficult to travel on fora large portion of the year, and as- 
building and grading has been going on, the conditions have 
grown worse. The natural outlets for the large amount of sur- 
face water from the adjacent slope have been stopped up, and 
the water has ponded up in the roadway. 
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To relieve this eondition, an iron pipe 24 inches in diameter 
was laid from the river to the low point on John street near 
West Union street. A right of way was purchased from Louis 
Leidhold over which the pipe was run. Two catchbasins were 
built on North John street and two on West Union street. The 
roadway was brought up to grade for its entire length. The 
greatest fill in the roadway was 1.80 feet, and the greatest 
cut was one foot. Owing to the poor foundations and 
the small amount of covering over the pipes, the mains in this 
system are either of iron or of pipe surrounded with four inches 
of concrete, this adding materially to the expense of the work. 


ALLEN AND SCHOOL STREETS. 


In 1895 a surface drain was laid from North street through 
School street to Allen street, but owing to lack of an appropria- 
tion, connection was made only with the small basin then exist- 
ing on Allen street, near the Police station. This year the small 
basin has been replaced by a modern one. Four other basins 
were built on Allen street and one on School street. This now 
provides suitable drainage for these streets, without having gut- 
ters cross them. These cross gutters are a nuisance to travel 
under the best of circumstances, but for apparent reasons would 
be especially so in this location, near the headquarters of the 
Fire Department. Allen street was brought up to a proper 
grade, and both it and School street were gravelled for their en- 
tire length. 


OTHER HIGHWAY WORKS.

SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


The 30-inch drain in Bradford street was this year extended 
to North street, a distance of 473 1-2 feet. A catchbasin was 
built at the easterly corner of Northrup street, and one on each 
side of North street. The average cutting on this trench was 
nine and one-half feet. While this work has been beneficial to 
the immediate locality, through which it has been laid, no 
great benefit can be obtained from this until the laterals which 
were designed to connect with it, are built. 


BOG SEWER. 


The work of replacing the wooden surface drain known as 
the “Bog Sewer,” which ran across the swamp between Worth- 
ington street and New West street, was commenced this year. 
An iron pipe 24 inches in diameter was laid on piling, from the 
southerly line of land belonging to E. H. Robbins and W. W. 
Gamwell, to and across South Church street, and northerly, a 
total distance of 325.70 feet. Four manholes were built on this 
line, and two catchbasins were built at South Church street and 
connected with it. These structures were all placed on pile foun- 
dations, the length of the piling varying from 15 to 42 feet. For 
a portion of the distance, between South Church and Church 
street, the drain is on solid ground. When the old “Bog Sewer” 
was built this portion was constructed of stone, making a cul- 
vert about 28 inches square for a distance of 160 feet. The 
iron pipe was connected with this culvert. This culvert runs to 
within 29 feet of Church street, and while in fairly good con- 
dition, ihe bottom of the culvert is six inches below the pro- 
posed grade at one end, and eight inches below grade at the 
other. This culvert can be used for the present in connection 
with the iron pipe, but will probably be replaced in the future 

At its southerly end the iron pipe connects with a stone cul- 
vert about 28 inches square, running to and crossing Worth- 
ington street, and thence running across private land to the 
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river. ‘ihis culvert has not been examined, except for a short 
distance, owing to the difficulties involved in doing so, there be- 
ing no openings for the purpose. Neither is there any record of 
the work, as to the grade or location of it. It is probably safe to 
presume, however, that the culvert is equal to all demands like- 
ly to be placed upon it for some time to come. This culvert is 
now »vrobably in need of cleaning, and when the new line is 
completed, and this culvert takes the full volume of the rain- 
fall in the watershed, it will need frequent cleanings. I would 
therefore recommend that it be dug up at several different 
points and manholes built, so as to facilitate its inspection and 
cleaning. 

To complete the reconstruction of this work will require the 
laying of 276 feet of 24 inch iron pipe on piling, and if the 
stone culvert between South Church and Church streets is re- 
placed, it will take 160.feet more, laid without piling. 


BURBANK AND TYLER STREETS. 


A 24 inch pipe was laid in Burbank street from the 36 inch 
iron culvert (situated about 134 feet easterly of Cherry street), 
thence by means of a right of way over land of T. J. Nelligan to 
Tyler street, thence easterly in Tyler street to Grove street. 
Two catchbasins were built on Burbank street and one on 
Tyler street, and connected with this line. Other provision 
will probably have to be made for the water from this section, 
at some future day when the watershed has been fully developed 
for ‘building purposes, but the pipe as put in should be of suffi- 
cient capactiy to provide for this section for some time to come. 


ONOTA STREET DRAINAGE. 


In order to provide an outlet for the surface water that gath- 
ered at the culvert on Onota street, opposite the property of 
Von Nida, a surface drain was run from the river across a right 
of way obtained from the Cemetery Corporation to King street, 
thence across King street and through Martin street to Onota 
street, thence westerly in Onota street to culvert, the total 
length being 787.2 feet, and the pipe varying in size from 30 to 
20 inches. Considerable rock requiring blasting was met with on 
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this work. The difficulties of the work were increased by the 
presence of a considerable amount of ground water. For 265 
feet the trench had to be sheeted, it varying in depth from nine 
to fifteen feet. This work was made more expensive by its be- 
ing done late in the season, also by the fact that it has been an 
abnormally wet year. This has been true with nearly all our 
trench work this past year, an unusual amount of pumping and 
bailing being necessary. The rainfall has been 58.14 inches, 
against an average of 42 inches for the three preceding years, 
and against 35 inches for the year 1895. 


NEW SEWERS. 


A greater amount of work has been done this year in the con- 
struction of new sewers than has been done for several years. 
In all 1.97 miles of sewers have been laid, the chief item of in- 
terest being the laying of mains and laterals to accommodate 
the new sections of Morningside, which are being built up, 
1.52 miles bein for this section alone. 


SIDEWALKS. 


The usual amount of engineering has been done on sidewalks 
by this department. The total amount of concrete walk laid 
was 1.19 miles. 


WATER WORKS. 


The work of taking the locations of new pipes, and the eleva- 
tions of them, has been continued. More than the usual amount 
of work has been required by this department. Under the new 
ordinance no water or sewer pipe can be laid in private streets 
(laid out since June 14, 1897) until plans and profiles of the 
same have been filed in the office of the Board of Public Works, 
and approved by them. This has increased the work of this de- 
partment by obliging us to examine the streets and compare 
them with the proposed grades, and after a grade had been ac- 
cepted by your Honorable Board it must be then staked out on 
the street, to be used in laying the water pipe by. 
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The length of pipe on which we have done work this year 
is 3.65 miles. 


HIGHWAY COMMITTEE. 


The work done for the Highway Committee the past year has 


been as follows:—

A profile of New West street has been made and the grade 
established between West street and Hurlbut street, a distance 
of 876 feet.

Briggs avenue from Wahconah street to Weller avenue, 
388.70 feet. 

EXPENDITURES. 


The total amount expended from your appropriations for con- 
struction work was $3,560.92. This was expended on work cost- 
ing $78,851.26 and amounts to 4.52 per cent of the total cost. 

In addition to the above you have expended for engineering 
as follows:— For weir measurements and surveys at Mill and 
Roaring brooks, and attendance at the hearing of Curtis vs City 
of Pittsfield, $635.45. Besides the cost of engineering on this 
Mill brook work there has been spent $288.89 for various pur- 
poses, among them the building of two shanties for the men to 
stay in when taking continuous readings of the weirs, teaming, 
supplies and ordinary labor connected with this job. While this 
expense is not properly an engineering one, the money was ex- 
pended under the direction and supervision of this department. 
All this Mill and Roaring brook work has been done by request 


of the City Solicitor.

REPORT OF THE FOREMAN OF HIGHWAYS. 


To the Honorable Board of Public Works : 


I submit herewith the annual report of the Highway depart- 
ment for the year ending January 1, 1899. 

In the general care of the Highways under the general appro- 
priation, the best use of the funds provided was made. The large 
amount of rainy and cloudy weather in the spring delayed the 
annual spring fixing of the roads, and rendered some of the work 
useless when it was performed. During the summer heavy rains 
caused a great deal of washing, and made it very hard to keep 
the roads in good condition. To sum up the general care of the 
roads and streets for the year, I will say that the money at our 
disposal was not sufficient to do what we would like to do, but 
that the roads were kept in as good condition as possible. 


MACADAM. 


There has been laid during the year 1875 square yards of mac- 
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adam, on Wahconah street from Bel Air dam to Taconic bridge, 
and 2144 square yards on New West street, from Center street to 
Clock street, a total of 4019 square yards, all of which has re- 
quired a large amount of underdraining. 

Much of the macadam on North street and all on Depot street 
Fenn street and Columbus avenue, has become so badly worn 
that patching is out of the question. Early attention should be 
given to this subject.

BRIDGES. 


The small bridge on Hubbard avenue has been rebuilt, and 
the bridge on Hancock road and the Noble bridge have been re- 
planked. The abutments of the Hancock Road bridge, the 
Smith brook bridge, the Chapel and Hathaway bridges have not 
yet been repaired, and should be given early attention. The 
bridge at Peck’s lower mill should be widened to conform with 
the roadway. One of the sidewalk guard rails is now in the 
center of the street. The old bridge across the causeway should 
be discontinued, as it serves no purpose since the boiler shell has 
been put in, and will be a source of needless expense. If it is not 
filled up this year, it will require new planks 
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SURFACE DRAINAGE.

Special attention should be given the matter of drainage 
at the corner of Tyler street and Dalton road, Fourth street, 
near Tillotson’s mill and South street from Mrs. Redfield’s to 
the river. 

From now on the care of catchbasins is likely to involve a 
considerable expenditure each year, as the contents must be 
carried to the dumping ground, a long distance, for which it 
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will be necessary to purchase two new dump carts. 

The 20 inch pipe for Lenox avenue and the 42 inch pipe for 
the Barkerville road are on the ground, and should be put in 
as soon as possible.

GRAVEL ROADS. 


Just what is to be done in the future for road making ma- 
terial is a problem that should be given early and serious con- 
sideration. Gravel, except when hauled a long distance, is get- 
ting scarce, and within a few years will be almost impossible to 
get, except at a heavy expense for cartage.

Gravel taken out of various 
excavations for cellars has been purchased for use on streets in 
the City, and the expense of a long haul thus avoided. 

It will be necessary to purchase another large scraper the 
coming spring, one of the four we now have being old and unfit 
for use.

REPORT OF FOREMAN OF WATER WORKS 


To the Honorable Board of Public Works: . 


I have the honor to submit herewith the annual report of the 
Water Department. 


EXTENSIONS AND RENEWALS. 


The main pipes of the Water Works have been relaid and ex- 
tended as appears in the subjoined table. 

Bradford street was relaid after the surface drain had been 
completed to North street. The old pipe, which was small and 
in some places rusty, followed the line selected for the large 
drain, and had in several instances been fractured by the 
settling of the trench, and it was deemed advisable to relay that 
portion between Francis avenue and North street with six inch 
pipe, thereby affording better fire protection to that section, and 
obviating all future difficulties caused by settling. 

Summer street, the last in the City in which the main was 
entirely cement, was relaid with six inch cast iron. 

The Tillotson extension 8990 feet in length, of which 1357 
feet replaced three inch pipe, was completed in thirty days.

SERVICE CONNECTIONS. 


During tbe year there have been made with our mains 4 four- 
inck, 1 two-inch, 3 one and one-fourth-inch, 7 one-inch, 30 
‘three-fourths-inch, and 53 one-half-inch connections, a total of 
one hundred, which is somewhat less than the usual number. 
"Three connections were discontinued. 


SEWER CONNECTIONS. 


‘This department has made during the year, ninety-six con- 
nections with new sewers, and eleven connections with old sew- 
ers. Seven connections that had become clogged were dug up 
‘and repaired. 


RESERVOIRS. 


Early in the year, Ashley distributing reservoir and the va- 
wious intake basins were given their annual cleaning, and the 
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yards were cleaned up. The dam at Lower Ashley reservoir 
needed replanking with new timbers underneath. This was 
done in August, two inch matched Georgia pine being used, 
with 6x4 inch hemlock sills. New screen frames have also been. 
placed in the well hole, and the masonry pointed up with Port- 
land cement. 


ASHLEY LAKE. 


Another very wet season has kept the brooks well up, and 
Ashley lake has been full during the greater portion of the year. 
On May 26 the water was running over the dam to a depth of 
six inches, and the gate was raised at this time to relieve the 
pressure upon the banks. On July 3 the gate was closed, there- 
being only one inch of overflow. From July 7 until August 4, 
it became necessary, to supplv the actual demands of the City,. 
to keep the gate open one and one-half inches, during which 
time the lake was drawn down three inches, the only time dur- 
ing the entire year when the lake has not been full. 

A small stream of water, apparently coming through the 
banks of the lake, has been for some years a source of annoyance 
during high water. It was therefore deemed advisable, during 
the year, to fill out and strengthen the banks at this point, with 
the added hope that the leak might be stopped. Several hun- 
dred loads of clayey soil were drawn from a point near the old 
camp ground, and dumped into the lake, the bank being widen- 
ed from one to five feet for a length of fifty feet. During this 
operation the water in the pond for a distance of a quarter of 
a mile was thoroughly muddied, but at no time did the stream 
coming through the bank show any but a perfectly clear ap- 
pearance. In view of this, together with the fact that it did not 
diminish in size, it would seem to indicate that the stream had 
origin in some fissure in the bed rock, perhaps hundreds of feet. 
away. | 

The old rail fence between the land of the City and that of 
David Kennedy, that has required an outlay each year for re- 
pairs, has been replaced by a substantial one of wire. 


HYDRANTS. 


There have been set during the year thirty-two steamer- 
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hydrants, twelve of which have replaced such as were too small 
or worn out. Seven Ayers and one Perkins hydrants have been 
removed and discarded as unfit for further service, and there 
have also been set three double and two single hydrants. I 
would again recommend the purchase of additional crane hy- 
drants for filling street sprinklers, thus separating entirely the 
fire and sprinkling service. 


PIPE YARD. 


At Francis avenue school house yard, where our pipes and 
special castings are kept, there is nothing to prevent depreda- 
tions by anyone so inclined. Cases of actual theft are not un- 
common, and much annoyance has been occasioned by boys cart- 
ing material from one end of the yard to the other, making it 
absolutely impossible to keep things in their proper places. I 
would earnestly request that the yard be fenced on all sides. 


METERS. 


Early in the year meters were placed upon the supply pipes 
to all the school houses in the center of the City, and the start- 
ling fact was revealed that fully one-tenth of the total amount 
of water supplied to the City was consumed and wasted in these 
ten public buildings, the two buildings at Orchard street alone 
having used 110,000 gallons each school day. The nominal 
charge of $104 per year, heretofore made, was thus proved ab- 
surd, as the bill for metered water for one quarter was upwards 
of $150. Since the first bill was rendered, the consumption has 
been reduced in these buildings, until now the whole ten use 
less than half the amount that was supplied to Orchard street 
alone. The revenue of this department from about 4000 taps 
is approximately $45,000 at the present time. Of this amount 
$10,000 is obtained from 106 meters cn the supply pipes of large 
users.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


The bed of Ashley brook, near the point of its Junction with 
Sackett brook, had become so filled with gravel and refuse of 
all kinds, that during high water it overflowed its banks, doing 
much damage to the neighboring meadows. Men were put in 
there to throw out this accumulation, and teams were furnished 
by Mr. E. M. Weller at his own expense, to aid in the work. 


NEEDED EXTENSIONS AND RENEWALS. 


I would beg to renew my recommendations made in last year’s 
report, in so far as they have not already been carried out. It 
seems desirable, if not imperative, that an eight inch line be 
carried from East street through First street to Cottage Row 
and thence to the corner of Renne avenue, as should also an 
eight inch be taken from Tyler through First to Lincoln, and 
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through Lincoln to Fourth. Equally, if not more important, is 
the proposed six inch main from North street through Madison 


avenue to Seymour, south on Seymour to the dead end now — 


existing, north on Seymour to Alder and through Alder to the 
six inch line near the corner of Francis avenue. Wellington 
avenue should be relaid with six inch pipe, as should a short 
piece on River street, between West street and Division street. 

Pomeroy avenue, between East Housatonic and Broad, is now 
supplied through a two-inch cast iron pipe, which is nearly filled 
with rust, should be relaid with six inch pipe. 

I wish to tender the members of the Board my thanks for 
their many kindnesses and for their co-operation, and to my 
assistants, Michael Johnson and Patrick Stanton, for their faith-

PARK AND COMMON. 


The Park in front of the City hall and the Common on First 
street have had their usual care the past year, $280.05 having 
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been expended on them. They were fertilized in the spring. 
The grass-on the Common has been cut four times during the 
summer, and the walks scraped three times. The Park has been 
mowed every week, and the walks scraped. There are 22 park 
seats that are in good condition for next summer. 


CUTTING AND TRIMMING TREES. 


There has been a good deal of work done on trees the past 
summer, $507.74 having been expended to do the work. There 


has been a large amount of trimming, and quite a number of 
trees cut down. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE WORK. 


A large part of the work of my department during the season 
was surface drainage work, the five large pieces of work of that 
nature under my charge having cost over $10,000. 


BRADFORD STREET DRAIN. 


This system was extended to North street, requiring 456 feet 
of 30 inch pipe. The work was not as difficult as that done the 
previous year, the cutting not being as deep. Catchbasins were 
built at the corners of North and Bradford streets. Besides the 
iron pipe, 40 feet of 18 inch Akron pipe and 144 feet of 10 inch 


Akron pipe were used, and four manholes and three catchbasins 
built. 


ONOTA STREET DRAIN. 


This was a hard and disagreeable piece of work, and being 
done late in the season added to the trouble. A large amount of 
rock was encountered, and water, hardpan and quicksand added 
to the difficulties. The pipe used consisted of 72 feet of 30 inch 
iron pipe, 352 feet of 24 inch Akron pipe, 340 feet of 20 inch 
Akron pipe, 4 feet of 18 inch Akron pipe, 4 feet of 12 inch Ak- 


ron pipe, and 8 feet of 10 inch Akron pipe. Four manholes 
were built on the line. 
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BURBANK AND TYLER STREET DRAIN. 


No serious difficulties were encountered in this piece of work, 
the pipe laid consisting of 332 feet of 24 inch cast iron pipe, 272 
feet of 24 inch Akron pipe, 60 feet of 15 inch Akron pipe, and 
50 feet of 10 inch Akron pipe. Six manholes and three catch- 
basins were built. The cost of the work was $1,513.52. 


BOG SEWER. 


The laying of a section of 24 inch cast iron pipe, to replace 
the wooden cylinder through the Center street bog was a dirty, 
hard job. After driving piles, cross timbers were put on and the 
iron pipe supported from them. Qn the section near South 
Church street 313 feet of 24 inch cast iron pipe were used, 16 
feet of 12 inch iron pipe, 10 feet of 10 inch Akron and 2 feet of 
15 inch Akron pipe. Four manholes and two catchbasins were 
built. On the section near New West street 118 feet of 20 inch 
iron pipe were used. One mamhole and one catchbasin were built 
by Mr. J. M. Hatch. 


NORTH JOHN STREET. 


A surface drainage system consisting of four catchbasins and 
a line of pipe to the river, was built for North John street be- 
fore the street was graded. The pipe to the river was 24 inch 
iron pipe. There was also used 36 feet of 24 inch Akron, and 92 
feet of 12 inch Akron. Three manholes were built. The cost of 
this work was $1,218.48. |

To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council: 


I herewith submit my third annual report of the Pittsfield 
Fire Department, together with the fire losses, amounts of in- 
surance on same, also causes, where it was possible to obtain the 
same. 

The Department responded to 45 alarms, 30 bell alarms and 
15 still alarms. 

APPARATUS. 

The apparatus of the department consists of three steam en- 
gines, one hand engine located at Stearnsville, two hook and 
ladder trucks, six hose carts, one hose wagon, one protective 
wagon, distributed as follows:— 

Central Station—One second class Silsby engine, one Clapp 
& Jones fourth-class engine, one hook and ladder truck, one 
Protective wagon, one hose wagon. 

Engine House No. 3, North street—One fourth-class Clapp 
& Jones engine, one four-wheeled horse hose reel. 

Veteran Firemen’s House—One hook and ladder truck. 

The department also own two exercise wagons, one located at 
the Central Station and one at No. 3 house, which are used as 
supply and fuel wagon, also for picking up wet hose after a 
fire. A large double sleigh has been built to be used as a hose 
sleigh during the winter weather. Two exercise sleighs have also 
been purchased the present vear. 

The hand engine company is still located at Stearnsville, also 
one two-wheeled hose cart and one thousand feet of hose. 
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One two-wheeled hose cart is located at S. N. & C. Russell 
Mfg. Co.’s mill, loaded with 500 feet of hose. 

The apparatus of the department is all in first-class condition. 
A new and heavy hose wagon having been purchased, giving the 
companies facilities for getting to a fire with a quantity of hose 
in safety. 

The Fire Alarm is in first-class working order, only requir- 
ing the necessary repairs and extensions, two new boxes having 
been added this year. 


DEPARTMENT HOUSES. 


The houses are in good condition, the Central Station roof | 
having had an expenditure of four hundred dollars this year 
still continues to leak, and repairs will soon be necessary on the 
floor. With nine horses now quartered there and the imperfect 
drainage and ventilation an expenditure for a barn will soon be 
required. 


HORSES 


The committee of this year have purchased three new horses, 
and exchanged the old team, so that the department is not now 
dependent on any outside parties for horses for apparatus. The 
City now owns ten horses, all of which are in good condition, and 
perfectly suitable for the work required of them. 

The department is now in the best of condition comparing 
favorably with cities of much larger population. 

In conclusion, I wish to heartily thank His Honor, the Mayor, 
and all the officers of the City Government, and especially the 
Fire Department Committee, by whose effort it has been possi- 
ble to accomplish so many ‘improvements, to the Chief of Police 
and his officers for the efficient help they have rendered at fires, 
and to the members of the Department in general, who have all 
endeavored to so fully aid in making the Department a success.

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REPORT 


OF THE 


CITY PHYSICIAN. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council : 


Gentlemen: This institution, I believe, still maintains its rep- 
utation as being equal to any in the state, in location and sur- 
roundings. It makes a pleasant and comfortable home for the va- 
rious classes of inmates which compose this heterogeneous com- 
munity. Order is maintained and discipline enforced without 
any vigorous rules. The wants of each inmate are attended to as 
soon as he or she makes them known to the Superintendent or 
to the matron. 

The sanitary condition of the buildings and grounds have 
been carefully watched and when anything was found out of or- 
der it was reported to the proper person and attended to at once. 
So that I have never during my service as physician met with a 
case of sickness in this insitution which could in anyway be at- 
tributed to the neglect of cleanness or from want of ventilation. 
This, I think, is well worth recording, as it shows the constant 
care and supervision with which the superintendent, matron and 
assistants perform their duties. But I do not wish it to be under- 
stood that there is no sickness there among the inmates, because 
it is indeed otherwise. The fact 1s, they are all to be classed as 
chronic invalids, which this report will show in the proper 
place. 

There is one matter which I feel should be considered in this 
connection. 

This institution 1s supposed to be a home for the chronic, de- 
crepit, aged, mild insane and the poor of the city. Many of those 
inmates receive daily attention to their chronic ailments from 
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the attendants in the male and female departments. The attend- 
ants have other duties to perform in the care of rooms, wash- 
ing, dusting and whatever appertains to good housekeeping, so 
that, after the labors of the day, they require rest at night in 
order to fulfill their daily work. 

I have found, however, that within the last year or two, that 
a number of cases of acute diseases have been sent out there to 
be taken care of. These cases, as a rule, required the attention of 
a nurse by night and by day. This attention had to be given for 
many days and nights continuously, and the work had to be per- 
formed by the matron and her assistants to the neglect of the 
ordinary duties of the institution, which devolved upon them. 
Now if hospital cases are to be sent out there to be nursed, I 
would strongly recommend that a small hospital ward should 
be established and a competent trained nurse emploved to take 
care of these kind of cases. 


WATER SUPPLY 


This subject will bear a few more suggestions. I have spoken 
in my former reports how the water supply is obtained; its de- 
ficiency in quantity for the wants of the establishment; the 
causes which exist and which must continue to exist, under the 
present inadequate system. These defects have been, I be- 
lieve, carefully stated. The danger to which this whole insti- 
tution is exposed in case of fire from a want of such an essential 
element. ‘lo assist therefore in giving a larger supply it has 
been suggested that if a small portable engine was given, it 
would supply the house at those seasons of calm when the wind- 
mill is disabled. 

This engine could be utilized by the Superintendent in va- 
rious ways, such as cutting wood for kindling, cornstalks for the 
cattle and hay for cut feed, when not in use at the pumping 
station. This the Superintendent considers would be the best 
thing to do until such times as the water can be brought to the 
institution by a proper system of pipes.

REPORT 


OF THE 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the City Council of the City 
of Pittsfield: 


According to the usual custom and in compliance with the 
city ordinance we send herewith our eighth annual report end- 
ing Dec. 31, 1898. The shutting down of one of our mills and 
others running on short time has increased the demand for out- 
side aid, so that we were obliged to overrun the amount ap- 
propriated, $249.71.The demand for outdoor relief has increased 
much more than the increase of population. The totalj number 
of families receiving aid was 271 of 1030 persons. One hundred 
and eighty-four families of 714 persons had legal settlement 
in this city; 46 families of 176 persons were settled in other cit- 
ies and towns, and 41 families of 140 persons had no settlement 
in this commonwealth. Fifteen have been at lunatic hospitals 
and insane asylums; one Massachusetts Hospital for Dipsoman- 
iacs, and two in Massachusetts Hospital for Epileptics. 

Our almshouse has been so crowded that additional room 
was required for the male department. The attic has been 
finished and a ward properly ventilated and steam pipes put 
in which makes a large room 62 by 26, so we have ample room 
for some time to come. There have been 106 different inmates 
during the year; 66 the most at one time. The number at pres- 
ent is 66. Insane 27. Seven have died. A new rcof has been put 
on the insane department, and some part of the old roof has 
been repaired. The buildings are now in good condition. With 
the aid of Burbank Park we have been able to keep 16 cows, 
which was sufficient to supply the inmates with milk and butter. 
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The windmill does not supply the amount of water that is re- 
quired for daily use. At times when the wind is low or high the 
water must be pumped or carried. The tanks are not large 
enough for a few days’ supply. There is no water for use in case 
of fire. We would urge the City Council to provide some ade- 
quate means by which buildings could be protected in case ot 
fire. 

For further information in regard to almshouse and in- 
mates we would refer you to the report of the Warden and for 
appropriations and disbursements to the financial report and 
tables of the Clerk.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To His Honor,-the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council - 


The Board of Health respectfully submits the following re- 
port for the year ending Dec. 31, 1898. 


PUBLIC DUMPING GROUND. 


The public dumping ground as now situated, and under the 
care of a competent person, as it is being well cared for and the 
refuse burnt and covered, has ceased to be a source of complaint 
as in the past. This mode of disposal must exist until the city 
provides a more modern means of disposal. Arrangements have 
been made with the rending establishment of Coogan & Son 
that in the future all dead horses can be disposed of to a bet- 
ter advantage. 

This board has had 47 regular meetings and 33 special meet- 
ings. . 

During the latter part of December and the first week in Jan- 
uary, several complaints were made of different parties selling 
undrawn poultry. A general inspection of all the poultry 
dressed and offered for sale was made by this board. A general 
misunderstanding seems to exist in regard to the application of 
the law by the people as well as the dealers in this matter. The 
law states that “no poultry shall be sold or offered for sale when 
the crop and intestines contain food.” Most of the poultry in 
our markets today contain the crop and entrails but empty, and 
in this condition we believe poultry will keep better and be less 
liable to spoil (than when drawn) as is the case in the matter of 
western poultry, which is starved twenty-four hours before kill- 
ing, thus causing the crop and entrails to empty. The food so 
prepared being completely sealed and will not spoil and sour as 
the open drawn poultry. Decomposing food in crop and. intes- 
tines unfits them for food and fowls so offered for sale should 
be condemned. 
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NUISANCES. 


There were 175 complaints of nuisances reported during the 
year, as follows:

TUBERCULOSIS IN CATTLE. 


During the past year only one case of tuberculosis in cattle 
has been reported. This case was found by the inspector of meats 
at the time of slaughter. The same was condemned and sent to 
the rendering shop for disposal. The eradication of this dread- 
ful disease from among cattle in this city gives us without 
doubt the safest milk supply in the state. 


HOGS. 


No reports of diseased hogs have been made during the year, 
but it is believed that there have been many cases not reported. 
Several parties have large herds which are being fed on swill 
gathered throughout the city. The keeping of hogs in the Fire 
District grows less every year. In all cases where complaint has 
been made, the Board has ordered their removal. 


CONTAGIOUS AND INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 


We have suffered less the past year than usual from conta- 
gious diseases. We believe that this is attributable to the follow- 
ing reasons: 

Detaining children previously affected, from school for the 
period of six weeks, instead of two as the law requires, after ap- 
parent recovery. 

More thorough disinfection by formaldehyde than was pos- 
sible by the old and more expensive method of sublimation of 
sulphur. Washing of clothing, etc., after boiling in disinfecting 
solutions, with repainting and papering of rooms, with burning 
of carpets and such other articles as could not be cleaned by 
these methods. 
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Also, decreased mortality, shorter duration of disease, and 
consequently less liability to infection from diphtheria by use 
-of anti-toxine. The Board has continued the practice of furn- 
ishing free, anti-toxine to all cases of diphtheria occurring in 
-our city. This has undoubtedly saved us a great sum of money, 
besides the decrease of mortality from this disease, with the at- 
tendant mental distress of parents and friends from the loss of 
their loved ones. i

Since the addition of the Mill Brook to the water supply, the 
city has had an abundance. There has been some complaint that 
the quality is not as good as formerly. This may be accounted 
for in part at least that the steams run parallel with a public 


highway for a long distance. The board would suggest that this 
supply be used more as a reserve and only the waters of Ashley, 
Hathaway and Sackett brooks used ordinarily.

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REPORT 


OF THE 


Inspector of Milk and Cattle. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council: 


Gentlemen:—Herewith is submitted a report of my work as 
your inspector of milk, animals and provisions for the past year. 


MILK SUPPLY. 


In this department forty-six (46) licenses have been issued, 
and sixty tests by Babcock method have been conducted. The 
result of these tests has been to show that the milk retailed in 
our city is of a high standard of quality. In only a few cases 
was it found the milk was below the required legal standard, 
while in the great majority of cases it was found considerably 
above the required standard. This is to be attributed partly to 
the system of inspection practiced and partly to free competi- 
tion which makes it impossible to retail milk of poor quality. A 
check for twenty-three (23) dollars received as fees for milk li- 
censes has been deposited with the City Treasurer. 


SLAUGHTER HOUSE INSPECTION. 


In this department examinations have been made of two hun- 
dred and forty (240) carcasses of animals. Only one case of tu- 
bercuiosis was found, and one carcass was condemned on ac- 
count of emaciation. 

In view of the increasing practice of killing native cattle for 
local consumption and of the consequent increase of applica- 
tions for license to slaughter, it has been my endeavor as much 
as possible to centralize the work by having most of the killing 
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done at one place, viz., Mr. A. N. Parker’s on Parker avenue. 
The advantage of this system over that of granting licenses to 
slaughter at a large number of improperly equipped places scat- 
tered all over the town, is that it permits of a much more 
thorough system of inspection, and gives much less chance for 
unprincipled butchers being able to kill and dispose of diseased 
animals without the inspector’s knowledge. I would advise that 
this system of centralization be continued and developed until 
some day when the city will see fit to establish a slaughter house 
of its own, which all the butchers will be required to use, and 
instead of being bound down to do their killing at certain days 
and hours of the week, will be permitted to kill on any legal 
day and at any hour that may be convenient. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


Systematic inspection of live animals for tuberculosis having 
for the time being been suspended by the State Board of Cat- 
tle Commissioners, I have been unable to make a complete ex- 
amination of our dairy herds. I have, however, made examina- 
tions in a number of suspected cases, and have applied the tu- 
berculin test to seventy-eight (78) heads of the city cows but 
without finding any that were suffering from tuberculosis, and 
I am of the opinion that the city continues practically free 


from this disease. 
SWINE FEVER. 


There have been two outbreaks of this trouble during the 
past year. The herds were quarantined and the diseased ani- 


mals killed and buried. 
HYDROPHOBIA. 


I had to deal with a suspected case of this malady. The dog 
was kept locked up for a week, at the end of which time the sus- 
picious symptoms having disappeared he was released. — 

GLANDERS. 


One suspected case in a horse was at the request of the owner 
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killed and properly buried. The stable where the animal had 

been kept was cleaned and thoroughly renovated. 

PERMITS AND RELEASES ON ACCOUNT OF QUARAN- 
TINE LAW. 


During the year there have been issued permits and releases 
for about two hundred heads of cattle brought into the city 
from without the State.

The Record of Arrests in the City for the year ending De- 
cemher 15th, 1898, is an exceptionally good one. Of the 1111 
persons arrested during the year, including fugitives from jus- 
tice, but 592 were residents of the city. The whole number of 
arrests for all offenses are 72 less than the preceding year, and 
167 less than during the corresponding period in 1896. No seri- 
ous crimes have been committed, and the orderly and peaceful 
condition of the city, especially on all public occasions, has 
teen remarkable. 

Unfortunately the arrest of a large number of juveniles was 
made necessary betause of the neglect of parents or guardians 
in many of these cases to properly restrain and discipline this 
ciass of offenders. Of the 269 complaints investigated, a large 
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number were found to have been caused by mischievous boys. 
Eighty-one juveniles were arrested during the year. Of this 
number 11 were arrested for the crime of larceny, and 12, for 
breaking and entering buildings in the night time, 13 of these 
offenders were committed to the care of the State authorities, 
as provided for in such cases. Three boys were sent to the“Home 
of the Angel Guardian” in Boston, under the direction of “the 
St. Vincent de Paul Society.” Homes have also been found for 
some of these offenders by persons in the city interested in 
their welfare. 

An examination of the foregoing table of arrests, will show; 
that 20 persons were apprehended for breaking and entering 
buildings in this city, and the surrounding towns, convictions 
were secured in all but one of these cases, the efforts of the de- 
partment in this their line of duty, were especially successful, as 
in nearly all cases of crime of this nature reported, arrests were 
made and convictions secured. 

The usual prompt and efficient service has been rendered by 
the department in the enforcement of the liquor laws through- 
out the city, and especial attention has been given to the en- 
forcement of the laws and regulations governing the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors by licensed dealers. No complaints have been 
received by the department of any violations of these laws, with 
the exception of the complaints made because of the free distri- 
bution of intoxicating liquors in some of the wards in the city 
on election days. It was not claimed by the complainants in any 
of these cases that any intoxicating liquors were sold, or were 
kept for sale, or that the same were being delivered, or being 
carried in any polling place to be delivered therein. 

After careful investigation the department was unable to dis- 
cover any evidence of a criminal nature in these complaints, as 
it is not within the province of the police officers to interrupt 
any person in the exercise of the full enjoyment of their rights 
and privileges under the law, provided they did so in a lawful 
and orderly manner. This law of personal liberty is especially 
applicable on the days of our National, state and Municipal 
elections; therefore any interference by this department in this 
matter would be unlawful and without proper warrant. 
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The officers have endeavored to perform thoroughly the 
many miscellaneous duties of the department, which at all 
times require a great amount of time and attention, also 
prompt and efficient service. 

All doors and windows in business houses are carefully ex- 
amined every night in the year. Four hundred and sixty-one of 
these places were found open, and properly secured, 9 fires were 
discovered, and 6 regular and 3 still alarms were promptly given 
the fire department. One thousand three hundred and thirty 
notices were served, 1112 of this number were written and deliv- 
ered to dealers of intoxicating liquor, prohibiting sales of the 
same under the provisions of Section 21 of Chapter 100 of the 
Public Statutes. 

Section 43 of Chapter 11 of the Revised ordinances especial- 
ly charges the Chief of Police and all other Police officers to en- 
force the provisions of this chapter, the difficulties confronting 
the department are in the enforcement of Section 36 and 27 of 
this Act, which provides for the removal of snow and ice from 
the sidewalks in the city and cause the same to be made safe 
and convenient for travel, as no appropriations are provided 
for this purpose, and a large number of owners of property 
abutting the streets where sidewalks are laid, are absent from 
the city and state, it is impossible to carry out the provisions of. 
this chapter in a thorough and satisfactory manner, therefore 
it is respectfully recommended; that some additional provision 
be made whereby the department will be authorized to expend 
a reasonable amount for the purpose of cleaning snow and ice 
from neglected sidewalks or causing the same to be made safe 
and convenient for travel, and collect from the owner or occu- 
pant thereof, the necessary expense incurred for the same. 

Eight hundred and fifty-four dogs were returned by the As- 
sessors, 2 of this number were found to be double entries, 29 
could not be found, 6 were sold to persons in other cities and 
towns, 20 had died, 31 had left the city, 15 were shot by the 
officers, 3 were lost and 5 accidentally killed. Two persons were 
prosecuted and convicted for keeping unlicensed dogs. The of- 
ficer detailed to canvass the city, found 228 dogs, which had not 
been returned, making a total of 971 dogs in the city duly 
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registered, for which the City Clerk received $2,188.00. Six 
hundred and sixty dollars and sixty cents was paid by the Coun- 
ty Treasurer for damage to domestic animals caused by dogs. 
Eight hundred and twenty-five dollars and forty-three cents was 
returned to the City by the County Treasurer, as the amount 
apportioned the City from the Dog Furid. One hundred and 
ninety-four dollars and twenty cents was paid by the City Clerk 
to the City Treasurer, which makes the net cash received by the 
City from the Dog Fund $1119.63. 

The department is indebted to the officers and members of 
the Springfield Police Department for their prompt and effi- 
cient service, in the apprehension of four persons wanted in this 
City for burglary and breaking and entering business houses, 
and the recovery of valuable stolen property. To the Hartford 
Police Department is due the sincere thanks of this department 
for the arrest of two fugitives from the justice of this Common- 
wealth, wanted in this City, for the crime of larceny. 

With the consent of the Honorable City Council this De- 
partment most respectfully requests that a copy of the report 
submitted June 1st, 1898, of the death of Michael Leonard, 
together with copies of the resolutions passed as a mark of 
respect in which the memory of the deceased is held be embod- 
ied in this report.

Gentlemen:—With profound sorrow I herewith report that 
Michael Leonard, Captain of Police, in this department was 
fatally injured while rescuing a woman from in front of a rap- 
idly approaching freight train on the Boston and Albany rail- 
road track at the Union depot Tuesday evening the 31st day of 
May A. D. 1898. All possible medical aid and assistance was 
promptly rendered him at the House of Mercy, where he died 
as the result of his injuries at 9:30 a. m., June lst, 1898. 

Captain Leonard was appointed a Police Officer in this City 
April 29th, 1882, and was promoted to the position of Captain 
of Police December 1st, 1886. 
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During 16 years of almost continuous service he gave to the 
City his best efforts to perform all the duties of his office con- 
scientiously and in a faithful and efficient manner. 

True to his conception of the duty of an Officer he made this 
last heroic effort and noble sacrifice in the faithful discharge of 
duty. 

By his death the City has lost a most valued and efficient of- 
ficer and citizen and his associates in the department a true and 
loyal friend.

Friday, 
June 3d, and that during the hour of the funeral the City Hall 
be closed. . 

That the Clerk communicate these resolutions to the family 
of the deceased. ‘That as a further mark of respect this Council 
do now adjourn. 

Thereupon the City Council adjourned. 
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The Police service and discipline of the department is great- 
ly improved. The Officers and Police Matron have endeavored 
to render the best service possible in the discharge of all their 
many duties.
